Roses from Seed 


Dear Editor: 

I found the negative answer to the 
question, “Can roses be grown from 
seed?” in the February “Questions and 
Answers” column incorrect. I have been 
growing them from seed since 1947 and 
find it an easy project. It is true, how- 
ever, that seeds of certain hybrids are 
dificult to germinate. My rose seeds are 
collected in late October and the hips 
removed before they are stored in moist 
sand at 40° to 45°. In mid-February 
the seeds are sown 14-inch deep in flats 
containing a mixture of peatmoss and 
sandy soil. After watering, the flats are 
placed in a coldframe and the sash 
covered with an old rug whenever the 


temperature falls below 20°. Seedlings | 


appear by March 15 and require careful 
attention for several weeks.—ErNeEsT W.

STAR MAGNOLIA 








HE star magnolia is one of the best 
magnolias—especially for use on 
the small property. Its early spring 
flowers, dense habit of growth and un- 
marred dark green foliage throughout 
the growing season, climaxed by a beau- 
tiful bronze autumn color, make it of 
ornamental interest every season of the 
year. It is the hardiest and smallest of all 
the magnolias and is easily one of those 
small trees that might well be given 
preference on small properties. 

Like many another valued ornamental, 
this plant came to us from Japan where 
it is at home in the woods around Mount 
Fujiyama. In fact, it has been growing 
in this country since 186] when Dr. 
George R. Hall, a physician from Bristol, 
Rhode Island, first sent it home while on 
a visit to Japan. The plant prospered 
and since it is easily propagated by seeds, 
is now widely grown. Although the 
flowers are not as large as those of some 
other Asiatic magnolias, like the com- 
mon saucer magnolia, and even some of 
our own American natives, like the bull 
bay magnolia of the South, the fragrance 
and profuseness of its flowers have earned 
it an important place in many an Ameri- 
can garden. 

The beautiful white flowers are at 
least three inches in diameter, with 12 
to 15 petals, which are star shaped— 
giving rise to the common name. They 
appear before the foliage buds open, so 
that the general effect of this tree, like 
so many of the other Asiatic magnolias, 
is one of full flower—without foliage at 
blossomtime. When the shadblows, for- 
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ARNOLD ARBORETUM 


sythias and early flowering Japanese 
cherries bloom one can look for the 
star magnolia to flower also, usually 
sometime in April in the northern United 
States. Fortunately plants only a foot or 
so high will bear flowers, whereas some 
other magnolias like Magnolia kobus 
may not bloom until they are sturdy trees 
20 years old! The large fuzzy flower 
buds are prominent all winter. 

One point should be made about this 
early bloom, however, and that is that 
this tree should not be planted in a 
situation where it is forced into flower 
too early. Situations with southern ex- 
posures or warm walls would be unde- 
sirable for then the flowers might be 
forced to open too early only to be killed 
by a late freeze. A northern exposure or 
a slightly shaded situation should be pre- 
ferred so. that the flower buds are re- 
tarded in early spring, thus eliminating 
partially at least, the possibility of pre- 
mature flowering. 

All magnolias have rather fleshy roots 
and so are rather difficult to transplant. 
As a result, it is always necessary to 
transplant them with a ball of soil about 
the roots and it is usually safer to do this 
in spring than in the fall in many areas. 
This should not deter anyone from plant- 
ing them however, for commercial nurs- 
eries are well accustomed to handling 
these plants and know how to dig and 
transport them properly. 

Today, with more and more of the 
modern homes only one story in height, 
there is no need to plant trees that even- 
tually grow to be 100-foot giants. Small

It grows slowly, often becoming shru)- 
like with many irregular branches from 
the base. This characteristic can be « 

couraged when desired, for such a plant 
usually becomes very dense. On the other 
hand, if a regular tree with a single trunk 
is wanted, a little judicious pruning wil! 
easily keep the plant in normal tree form. 


The foliage of many magnolias does 
not turn a vivid autumn color, for usual!y 
the leaves either drop off while sti!! 
greenish or else turn brown quickly. This 
is not true with the star magnolia. esp« 
cially when it is planted with a western 
exposure. Under such circumstances. 
the foliage usually turns a rich yellowish 
bronze late in the fall, making the entire 
plant quite an asset in the garden. 


Deep rich soil, plenty of moisture and 
sunlight are prerequisites for good growth 
of most magnolias and this is no excep- 
tion. If planted in the shade. the tree 
does not develop its desirable dense 
form and very few flowers are produced. 
In full sun and rich soil, however. it can 
be depended upon to grow densely 
shrubby and to produce a splendid crop 
of early spring flowers. It makes a splen- 
did specimen—much too beautiful to 
be forced into a small space as a part 
of some shrub border. This is one of 
the “low maintenance” plants that 
should be stressed more and more for 
use in our small gardens. It is not 
bothered by any serious disease pests and 
is one of the magnolias least susceptible 
to magnolia scale, which so _ often 
troubles the saucer magnolia varieties. 
As far as I know, the splendid plants 
growing in the Arnold Arboretum have 
never been sprayed during the past 50 
years. 


The star magnolia is one of the hardiest 
of the entire group of magnolias, and is 
certainly the first one to consider in 
northern plantings for this reason alone.

Soil 
Conditioners 


In March, Ftower Grower readers de 
scribed their experiences with chemical soii 
conditioners. Some liked the new products; 
others didn’t. Here are reports from scien 
tists who are conducting research on soil 
conditioners. 


Peatmoss Supreme in Florida 


Not since the days of Vitamin B, has 
the American gardener been made so 
aware of a new product as he has the 
chemical soil conditioners. Extravagant 
claims and counter-claims, couched in 
quasi-technical verbiage, bewilder or be- 
muse the novice gardener who is zeal- 
ously working to make his home grounds 
more beautiful and fruitful. 

Chemical soil conditioners have im- 
proved the physical properties of sticky, 
compact soils. Tilth has been made 
better as viscous clays became crumbly 
and loose. Improved aggregation is the 


, term that soil scientists use to describe 


this desirable condition. The results that 
have been reported as spectacular were 
observed in states where soils (heavy, 
sticky clays) are quite different from 
those in Florida. With the exception of 
some clay soil areas in the western part 
of the state, most residential properties 
here are to be found on coarse, sandy 
soils that are unretentive of moisture 
and notably devoid of organic matter. 

Research with chemical soil condition- 
ers is under way in Florida, but it has 
not been in progress long enough to 
show whether or not these synthetic com- 
pounds are of use here. Early observa- 
tions indicate that they will not improve 
the tilth of sands, nor will they increase 
water-holding capacity. Furthermore, 
chemical soil conditioners provide no 
nutrients, no bacteria, nor do they aid 
in adjusting soil reaction. Hence, in 
Florida they cannot replace composts of 
organic materials. 

Florida has, as a great natural re- 
source, tremendous deposits of peat. 
Home owners have come to rely upon 
peat, either alone or composted with 
other organic substances, as the most 
useful soil conditioner. As this is written, 
it has not been demonstrated that any 
substance has replaced peat as_ the 
premier soil conditioner for the Peninsu- 
lar State—Joun V. Warkins, Associate 
Professor of Horticulture, University of 


Florida.

[From PAGE 20] larger particles called 
aggregates. This is very important 
in a heavy clay or silt soil because the 
fine particles of such soils hold large 
amounts of water and drain very slowly. 
The use of soil conditioners will cause 
aggregation, improve drainage and aera- 
tion and improve productivity. A sandy 
or loamy soil already has a coarse or well 
aggregated structure and is not benefited 
by the addition of a soil conditioner. 

In the so-called good old days when 
animal manures were more plentiful. it 
was common to apply liberal amounts to 
the home garden. The organic matter of 
the manure improved the soil structure 
and increased aggregation. In this mod- 
ern age when manure is often hard to 
obtain, soil conditioners may be used 
as a substitute. It should be clearly un- 
derstood that soil conditioners have no 
fertilizer value as does manure. If soil 
conditioners are used in place of manure, 
apply additional commercial fertilizer. 

Soil conditioners are as yet too expen- 
sive for use with most farm crops but 
appear to have some promise for the 
home gardener. At present one of the 
most practical uses for these materials 
appears to be for improving the structure 
of soil mixtures used in flats or cold- 
frames in which seedling plants are 
grown. 

Another good way to use soil condi- 
tioners is as a band application along the 
row when seeds are planted in heavy 
soils. In this case the soil conditioner 
prevents crusting of the surface. Seed- 
lings can easily grow up through such 
a soil. A treatment of this sort is espe- 
cially valuable for fine-seeded crops like 
lettuce, carrots and celery and with beans. 

A more or less permanent improvement 
of the soil structure may be obtained by 
mixing a soil conditioner with the top 
4 to 6 inches of soil. This treatment is 
too expensive at present to be recom- 
mended for the home gardener. The 
band application along the row should 
be of real value in improving the ger- 
mination and early growth of your vege- 
tables and flowers. When soil condition- 
ers become cheaper. it may be advisable 
to treat the entire garden to the full 
plow-depth.—Wes.Lry P. Jupkins, Head 
of Department of Horticulture, Virginia 
Polytechnic Institute.

because of improved aeration. Some few 
cases of injury have been noted where 
seedlings were planted in freshly treated 
soil. Soil treated one or two days before 
planting did not cause injury. In any 
case, the injury was slight (malformed 
leaves) and the plants recovered and 
grew normally. 

Last summer, Professor R. E. Lee com- 
pleted a field trial in which soils treated 
with Krilium gave improved yields of 
zinnias and marigolds. The growing sea- 
son was exceptionally dry and this, no 
doubt, influenced the results. 

The best policy for the home owner is 
this: Try one or several soil conditioners 
on a small scale.

Effective on New Lawns 


Our experiments with a soil condi- 
tioner on small soil areas, such as gar- 
dens, showed considerable improvement 
in soil structure and less baking and 
cracking of the soil surface. The 
conditioner was particularly effective on 
new lawn seedings where the soil was 
susceptible to erosion. After three weeks 
of intensive watering, rake marks still 
showed on a sloping lawn bed treated 
after sowing with one pound of condi- 
tioner per 100 square feet.

Our observations during the past sum- 
mer have led us to believe that the use 
of chemical soil conditioners has dis- 
tinct possibilities for treating limited 
amounts of soil, such as for potting, 
flower beds and establishing small lawns. 
Soils which erode easily can be treated 
either by leaving the conditioner on the 
surface or by working twice the amount 
of the surface application into the top 
3 inches.

In Greenhouse Benehes 





Krilium improved the quality of carna- 
tions produced on an extremely poor 
soil which would probably never be used 
in a greenhouse bench. Krilium did not 
improve the quality on a good green- 
house soil and the slight increase in total 
production which it caused was not sig- 
nificant statistically. The addition of 
peatmoss to benches of comparable soils 
brought about the production of many 
more fancy or top grade carnations 
than either soil alone or soil plus 
Krilium. 

The place of Krilium in the green- 
house has not yet been proven.

The best of the soil conditioners are 
highly effective agents in stabilizing 
whatever structure of soil has _ been 
prepared.

maintain the structure of the soil as it 
is at the time of their application. Con- 
sequently, it is important that they be 
applied when the soil is broken up and 
in perfect physical condition. They will 
be of far more value in heavy compact 
soils, such as clay, than in the lighter 
loam soils of many gardens. These con- 
ditioners cannot make a good soil out 
of poor soil. 

Although the cost of chemical soil 
conditioners. will unquestionably — be 
greatly reduced in the near future, their 
extensive use in large areas will not al- 
ways be practical. Likewise, the thorough 
mixing with the soil that is required is 
not done easily except with a rotary 
tiller or other machine. 

The more recent tests of horticuturists 
and soil scientists indicate that use of 
these soil conditioners should be more 
limited than was first recommended. A 
surface application, preferably in solu- 
tion, the soil surface and _ pre- 
vents compaction so the seeds can ger- 
minate more easily. A practical method 
is to apply a narrow strip of conditioner 
along the seed row. It has been 
found practical to use soil conditioners in 
seeding lawns. 

Soil conditioners may also be applied 
to narrow strips of ground in which 
root crops, such as carrots, are grown. 
It should be mixed in to the depth to 
which the roots grow. 

Although there undoubtedly will be 
many advances in soil conditioners, they 
should always be considered as supple-

Cut Flowers in Greenhouse 
In June, 1951, we set up extensive tests 


of Krilium in the greenhouse, using 
and 


roses carnations on a brown silt 
loam. The following conclusions were 


drawn from the first season’s experiment: 
Krilium definitely increased the aggre- 
gation of soil particles, and the effect 
persisted throughout the season. The 
plots in which Krilium was applied re- 
quired less frequent watering. There was 
no significant difference in the number 
of roses cut, nor in the length of their 
stems. The number of carnations pro- 
duced was about the same in all plots, 
but the stems were slightly longer and 
the quality was better on those grown in 
Krilium-treated plots. When the treated 
plots were sterilized with steam at the 
end of the season, aggregation was re- 
duced to that of the untreated soils. 
These tests are being continued for 
the second season. We have also used 
Krilium and certain other soil additives 
with other bench and pot crops, includ- 
ing chrysanthemums, poinsettias and 
stocks.

Krilium in Greenhouse 


Krilium was applied to a Miami silt 
loam in which greenhouse roses were 
then planted. This soil is productive but 
has poor physical structure. 
tions of Krilium were made at the rates 
of 1, 2, 3 and 4 pounds per 100 square 
feet of soil. The material was added dry 
to the soil and spaded in to a depth of 
6 inches. 

Where Krilium was added, water now 
penetrates the soil more easily and at a 
faster rate. It appears that the ease of 
penetration is directly proportional to 
the amount of Krilium incorporated. 

Production data for a four month pe- 
riod indicates the following trend. In- 
creasing the amount of conditioner in- 
creased the flower quality until, at the 
rate of three pounds per 100 square feet, 
the number of high quality roses cut was 
19% greater than on the untreated soil. 

The effect on total production was not 
as striking. At the present time there is 
no positive evidence that adding Krilium 
to this soil affects total production. 

It is important to realize that these are 
only trends, because the experiment has 
been in operation such a short time. 
Also of importance is the fact that we 
started with a soil in poor physical con- 
dition —Sam AseEN, Assistant Professor 
in Horticulture, Michigan State College. 


Improved Drainage 


We consider the most important effects 
of the soil conditioners to be improve- 
ment of drainage and air diffusion rates 
and increased friability of the soil. These 
effects seem to be produced equally well 
by additions of peat. The effects of the 
soil conditioners may last longer than 
those of peat but on this point we are not 
certain. The choice between chemical 
soil conditioners and peat would appear 
to depend on differences in cost, con- 
venience and duration of effects. 

The action of the conditioners is only 
as deep as they are mechanically mixed 
with the soil. Drainage may still be a 
problem if the subsoil is tight, even 
though the surface may have good physi- 
cal properties.

The soil conditioners seem to be espe- 


cially promising in preparing desirable 
seed beds. The home gardener will prob- 
ably have to determine by experimenta- 
tion whether the benefits of chemical 
soil conditioning on his own soil out- 
weigh the cost and labor involved.—

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West Coast 
Gardening 


By LESTER ROW NTREE 


AVING no real estate to sell nor any 
connection with a West Coasi 
chamber of commerce. I'd like to 

state boldly and forthrightly that garden- 
ing is no easier in California than it is 
in cold-weather climates. It’s simply 
not true that “all you have to do is 
stick a stem into the ground and water 
it.” If you do this. you'll get little else 
than geraniums and lantanas—and not 
always lantanas! 

Regardless of the section of country 
you're in. to be a good gardener you 
must know your climate. soil and plants. 
Operating at various times in a number 
of different climates helps to give you 
comprehensive gardening experience 
background comparisons and a_ wider 
outlook. Reading horticultural literature 
helps too, but. after all. much horticul- 
tural writing merely points out garden- 
ing problems rather than solves them. 
The only way to know plants is to garden. 

April 1, usually a pure and shining 
day on the West Coast. is a good time to 
go after one of the worst pests of this 
section-—the cottony ovals known as 
mealy bugs. They excrete a sweet-tasting 
liquid enjoyed by ants. Sometimes black 
fungus grows on this stickiness. Wash 
infected plants in warm soapsuds, and in 
severe cases. add 1] teaspoonful of nico- 
tine sulfate to each gallon of suds or 
else spray plants with a miscible summer 
oil. 


Southern California 


In casting around for interesting small 
trees, don’t be blind to dwarf eucalyptus. 
which are carried by the more progres- 
sive Southland nurserymen. The _ well- 
known scarlet eucalyptus, E. ficifolia, is 
a fall bloomer too tall for the garden. It 
is something of a gamble as you may get 
a weak. washed-out color. Forrest’s mar- 
lock. E. forrestiana, also flowers in au- 
tumn. Its buds and blooms are vermilion. 
The stunning turkey-red seed pods which 
are cone-shaped after the long. narrow. 
pointed caps fall. dangle from curved. 
114-inch stems. This species reaches 12 
feet and makes a good windbreak or 
hedge. Desert mallee. E. macrocarpa, 
which likes dry. gravelly soil, reaches 15 
feet. It boasts silver-blue foliage. deep 
strawberry-colored flowers 5 inches across 
and handsome seed pods. It’s interest- 
ing used as an espalier. 

Treat all these low-growing eucalyptus 
as you would native shrubs—that is, pro- 
vide good drainage, water them until they 
are well started and then let them ex- 
perience some drought. Most of them 
can stand a good deal of frost. You can

California Fog Beit 


Last month freesias, babianas, sparaxis 
streptantheras and ixias began to add 
their fragrance and color to scillas 
snowflakes, grape hyacinths and _ the 
huge narcissus clan. 

Many South African bulbs are abun- 
dant seeders and frequently sow them 
selves. Now is the time to fare forth 
with tags, rags and stakes and identify 
the colors and forms you like best. The 
descendants of your choices may not all 
attain the beauty of their parents, but the 
percentage of desirables will be larger 
than if you sowed a haphazard handful 
cf seeds. Sow the seeds three months 
after picking the ripening stems. 


Sacramento and 
San Joaquin Valleys 


April is the month to get a head start 
on the Summer’s heat, especially with 
such lovers of coolness as tuberous be- 
gonias, fuchsias and ferns. So put these 
plants in now. The last annuals, too, 
should go in soon, including that in- 
valuable heat-requiring herb basil. Also 
plant the perennial burnet, an equally 
useful herb and just as valuable for mak- 
ing vinegar. Allow this plant to reseed 
itself. Duchesnea indica, mock-straw- 
berry. a low and trailing Asiatic belong- 
ing to the rose family, makes a splendid 
groundcover for a shady place. It is 
good, too, for hanging baskets. 


Pacifie Northwest 


Do you know the Blue Ball forget-me- 
not? It’s a grand one to experiment with 
as a foundation plant for bulbs, tall an- 
nuals and primulas, for its strong blue 
color is striking both in harmonies and 
contrasts. The Chinese primrose Primula 
cockburniana is another stunning color— 
redder than tangerine, yellower than to- 
mato, actually about the color of some 
Chinese lacquer. Gold Lace, an old Eng- 
lish favorite, still ranks high. Double 
primroses are now more easily found, 
especially in the Puget Sound region. 

Some Northwest gardeners have been 
frightened by Anemone vernalis’ repu- 
tation of being difficult. Give it what it 
needs and it will give you its silky “gob- 
lets of opalescent, pearly white.” What: 
does it need? Equal portions of sharp 
grit and rich loam and, once planted, 
leave-it-alone “care.” In its European 
home, the buds are formed (in autumn) 
far down in the plant and cozily shel- 
tered there during the snowy winter. If 
you grow it in pots, use deep ones for

Southern 


Gardens 
By JULIA LESTER DILLON 


ISITING outstate gardens is now the 

\ theme of federated garden clubs 

all over the nation, and such visits 
are indeed rich in inspiration. Each town 
and state has its share of beauty, and 
to see them is to know and enjoy this 
beauty. 

Garden groups regularly go to Vir- 
ginia for that state’s Garden Week to see 
the fine plantings from Jamestown to 
Charlottesville’s Monticello. Southern 
clubs now visit gardens as far north as 
Washington, D. C., down through Mary- 
land and North Carolina. 

Here in South Carolina, the gardens 
regularly visited include those at Charles- 
ton, Brookgreen, Greenville, Columbia 
and Marion, as well as the Edisto garden 
at Orangeburg, and Swan Lake and the 
Heath Gardens at Sumter. 

Not only are the plants in these south- 
ern gardens worthy, but the native flora 
are richly supreme. The fine flowering 
trees of plum, cherry and crabapple and 
the native vines of yellow jasmine and 
Cherokee roses make roadsides beauti- 
ful and intriguing. At Hartsville, South 
Carolina, the gardens of Mrs. David 
Coker and others are as fine as any to be 
found. Indeed, Mrs. Coker’s newly de- 
veloped wild garden is one of the beauty 
spots of the state. 


PRUNING TIME IS HERE for the 
early spring shrubs which have finished 
flowering. Pruning provides the new wood 
on which they will bloom another year, 
The honeysuckles Lonicera fragrantissima 
and L. maacki (two of the first flower- 
ers), Exochorda racemosa (E. grandi- 
flora), called the pearl-bush, and the 
spireas all are now ready for the shears. 
Cut out heavy center canes and trim 
long unruly shoots. but never, never, 
chop off the branches in a straight line 
on top. Do not prune Chaenomeles 
lagenaria (often listed as Cydonia 
japonica) and lilacs Syringa persica and 
S. chinensis, for they bloom on old wood. 
You can clip off the ends of unruly shoots 
of these shrubs but never prune closely, 

Little pruning is needed on climbing 
roses, but remove deadwood from these 
as from all plants. If underground shoots 
come out from climbing roses dig them 
and give to friends. 


NEW ROSES PLANTED EARLIER 
must be looked after now. Remove the 
soil banked around the stems and fer- 
tilize and water plants freely, though 
April showers may do the latter job for 
you. 


KEEP LAWNS CUT so that the winter 
grass will not injure the new shoots of

Fertilize lawns as well 
as flower borders. Put new mulches of 
oak leaves and pine needles on azaleas 
and camellias. 


THIN OUT AND REPLANT your 
chrysanthemums now. Lift and divide 
hardy asters and give them a new place 
in the sun. Share surplus seedlings of 
foxglove, penstemon, gerbera and gail- 
lardia with friends. Also thin out agera- 
tum, cultivated and wild eupatorium and 
achillea. 


PREVENT ANY HEAVY-GROWING

vines, including Clematis paniculata. 
The morning-glories Ipomoea leari (blue 
dawn-flower) and Ipomoea _ digitata, 
whose lovely foliage and _fine-colored 
flowers make them distinctive anywhere, 
must also be controlled. 

These tasks cannot keep you from the 
rare. rich pleasure of the early spring 
earden, where the Dutch iris is now

-all against a white-cloud background 
of pear, cherry, plum and dogwood blos- 
soms.

Right next door a large, open- 
sided, rustic shed held commercial prod- 
ucts as well as camellias, while the 
women’s clubhouse across the road dis- 
played the entries in the horticultural and 
artistic competitive classes.

Making Your Lawn 


By H. B. MUSSER 


PENNSYLVANIA STATE COLLEGE 


AKING A LAWN is not complicated. 
M Outside of the matter of good 

drainage, there is no need for 
being too fussy about the quality of the 
soil. While individual grass varieties do 
have some soil preferences, all of the 
good ones have a wide range of adapta- 
bility in this respect. What is a good job 
of preparation for one will serve the 
others equally well. 

A minimum layer of 4 to 6 inches of 
good topsoil is desirable. If topsoil has 
been stockpiled when the foundation was 
dug, or if a good quality can be obtained 
at a reasonable price, certainly it should 
be used: On the other hand, it is often 
possible to modify either a heavy clay 
or light sandy type of subsoil to make it 
satisfactory for growing grass. Working 
three or four cubic yards of organic 
material per 1,000 square feet of area 
into the soil to a 4- or 5-inch depth will 
put it into good physical condition. Raw 
sewage sludge or bulk raw peat are good 
materials for this purpose. Baled pul- 








t The first requirement for a good 
lawn is soil preparation. Topsoil 
for a new lawn should be 4 to 6 inch- 
es deep and have an abundance of 
humus. It should be well worked so 
that it has a good granular texture. 
Small plots can be dug by hand, larger 
areas need power equipment. If soil 
is heavy clay, add peatmoss or leaf- 
improve texture.

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verized peatmoss also is good but usually 
is too expensive to warrant its use. The 
cost of these materials must be com- 
pared with the cost of the quantity of 
topsoil required to cover 1,000 square 
feet to a 4- to 6-inch depth (12 to 18 
cubic yards). 

After the soil has been thoroughly 
loosened to a 5- or 6-inch depth, apply 
50 to 60 pounds of 20 per cent super- 
phosphate per 1,000 square feet and 
work it down into the soil as thoroughly 
A rotary tiller or garden 
tractor will do a good job. Where soils 
are acid, 100 pounds of raw ground 
limestone per 1,000 square feet can be 
worked in at the same time. Next, 20 
to 40 pounds per 1.000 square feet of a 
good quality complete fertilizer should 
be spread on the surface and raked in 
lightly. 

Sow seed evenly on the worked sur- 
face and rake very lightly to cover. Many 
grass seeds are small and difficult to 
distribute uniformly. If such seeds are

mixed with about twice their volume of 
finely screened soil or sand. they can 
be handled much more easily. even when 
a mechanical seeder is used. 

The quantity of seed used is an im- 
portant item. Since seeds of different 
grasses vary greatly in size and weight, 
the seeding rates necessarily must be 
different. Good quality bentgrass seed 
should be used at a rate of not more 


than 1 to 2 pounds per 1,000 square feet. | 


Rates for bluegrasses and fescues should

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To be sure there is adequate drain- 
age, the proper grade should be 
developed. To do this, stretch a car- 
penter’s chalk line tightly between two 
stakes about 2 inches above the final 
lawn level, or grade, which is desired. 








By using the chalk line as a guide, 
it will be easy to see the high areas 
and low spots where water may accum- 
ulate. These should be leveled off with 
shovel and rake. Final raking should 
leave a smooth, even surface for seed.

NCE UPON A TIME there was a little 

boy who assured his mamma he 
had not been “out back of the barn 
smoking again.” 

It was literally true. He hadn’t been 
back of the barn smoking. This time it 
was in the carriage shed. (1 know this to 
be true for a fact. I’ve known the fellow 
for a number of years. Probably you can 
guess at his identity!) 

Now, smoking really has nothing to 
do with soil conditioning. It’s just that 
somehow the advertising of the synthetic- 
resin soil conditioners makes me think 
of that little boy and his literally truthful 
reply. The unexplained is often more im- 
portant than the explained. 

I wouldn’t say it was exactly what 
journalists call the “crime of omission.” 
This could cause a lot of aching backs 
needlessly. 

Here, in this dissertation, I want only 
to point up the thought that “someone” 
omits to dwell upon the ELBOW GREASE 
it takes to “condition” a few feet of soil 
with the synthetic stuff. Have you tried 
it, brother? 

Certainly I don’t want your back to 
ache; yet I can promise nothing on that 
score because I’m afraid any guy who 
wants a prize garden must limber up the 
back muscles a bit. The moral is that if 
you’re going to oil up those muscles, you 
might as well use genuine, natural soil 
conditioners which really add something 
to the soil. More about that later. 


NOTHER little angle skimmed over 
lightly is the hunk of money you 
lay on the line for the privilege of work- 
ing — and I MEAN working — the plastic 
stuff into your clay. Remember, I said 
clay ... for if you have soil of any other 
type, chances are you won’t be reading 
those ads anyway. (Or will you?) 
A can of the most-advertised synthetic 
says it’s suitable for “conditioning” 40 
square feet of soil 6 inches deep. Costs 
around seven bucks by mail. Honey, 
that’s almost Seven Thousand Dollars an 
acre! Suppose, tho, that you have a half- 
acre of clay in garden and lawn, and you 
ilso have $3500. Before you spend it, 
stop and recall that you can make or 
yuy a lot of compost for 3500 pesos! At 
he open-market price of $55 per ton 
‘or commercial compost, you can spread 
93 TONS for the 3500 bucks. (Tons!) 
Of course, you don’t need anything like 
that much compost, and it’s not only 
easier applied but also you’ve GOT some- 
thing for your money — not alone con- 
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Go Right or Wrong 


ditioning values, but nutrient, mineral 
and humus values as well . . . and most 
important of all, the vital, dynamic, liv- 
ing organisms, plus the hormones, vita- 
mins, enzymes, and those mysterious 
forces of Nature, the biotic substances. 
Without these values you cannot grow 
even a weed! 

For that matter, you also get more for 
your soil-conditioning money in ActivO 
.. . Or in peat-moss and dry peat-humus; 
and Ill even go along on vermiculite. 
(Let me add that I haven’t a dime in- 
vested with any producer of moss, peat 
or vermiculite! ) 

But the truth is, for either an acre or 
a tiny garden plot, conditioning isn’t 
merely flocculation. It isn’t merely im- 
proving friability. It’s these and more, 
too. 


UT IN Kansas, the synthetic only 
made more soil blow away. In Ohio 
trials, they grew more roses where ma- 
nure was used as a conditioner. In a 
magazine I saw mention of a report from 
one of the state experiment stations. A 
synthetic under test flocculated the soil 
all right. But geraniums grown in it de- 
veloped root rot while those grown in the 
untreated check plot did not. It’s logical 
that disease might be invited. Where you 
have a hard-packed clay soil, low in or- 
ganic matter, the synthetic may only 
open it up to let more disease spores in 
where there are no counteracting biotics; 
increase nitrogen loss; and depress potas- 
sium take-up. So? So now you go out 
and buy some fungicide to kill the di- 
sease. Then you still gotta buy some 
compost and minerals and what not to 
balance up and make the soil productive! 
Get the point? Why not, instead, wisely 
use a true, natural conditioner-energizer 
in the first place? . . . Save yourself 
money and work and worry. 

Of course, I realize that my voice is 
just a tiny one. Some of the plastic- 
material outfits are powerful critters. 
They gotta lotta dough. Considering the 
short-shoestring of the guy who’s peddl- 
ing ActivO, it may remind you of the 
old story about the flea and the elephant. 


OREOVER, I'll freely admit merit: If 

you can afford it, and your muscles 
are in trim, you may find nothing to 
equal, per dollar or per pound, the floc- 
culating effects of these plastic chemicals 
on “problem” clay. Nor will" I argue 
with those “miracle” cheaper synthetics 
which, the ads say, you need merely 
sprinkle on and don’t have to dig in. 


| Conditioning 


My point is, belabored, that you ought 
to spend your hard-earned soil-care- 
money to the best advantage . . . and 
that if I were in your shoes and had some 
poor clay soil, for a test I’d spend seven 
bucks for that most-advertised “condi- 
tioner.”

North America, Say’s phoebe and the 
black phoebe replace our familiar east- 


ern phoebe, which they resemble in 
choice of haunts and in a number of 
habits. Both western species are equally 


fond of human company, indeed of inti- 
mate association with man. 

The sure distinguishing mark of the 
phoebe is its habit of “pumping” its tail 
with both a sideways and an up-and-down 
motion immediately after alighting and 
when agitated. Like other flycatchers. it 
takes its prey by watching from some 
prominent perch and then darting out at 


passing insects, usually capturing them 
in the air. Food is also obtained from 


the ground, especially when young are 
being fed. During inclement weather in 
March and April, the phoebe and other 
early-arriving birds welcome the persist- 
ent fruits of the barberries, sumachs, bay- 
berries. junipers and the like. 

Perhaps if the Japanese barberry, Ber- 
beris thunbergi, were not planted as com- 
monly as it is, its worth as one of the most 
beautiful and useful exotics ever intro- 
duced into this continent might be ap- 
preciated. 

The Japanese barberry generally 
considered a low shrub. However. in 
many gardens it attains a height of 7 feet. 
It grows in almost any soil, can take 
partial shade and is noted for its ability 
to withstand dry conditions. The yellow 
flowers in early spring are not large but 
are numerous enough to be attractive. 
The foliage is without teeth and oval but 
quite variable in form. In fall it turns 

glorious red and scarlet. The bright 
red oval fruit is outstanding, persisting 
on the plants through the severest win- 
ter and holding its color to April and 
later.

Many varieties are cultivated. The 
purple-leaf Japanese barberry. Berberis 
thunbergi atropurpurea, resembles its 
parent except that in spring and summer 
the leaves are deep red or purple instead 
of green and seem to be more lustrous. 

The box barberry. Berberis thunbergi 
minor, is smaller in growth and leaf and 
very useful as a low hedge. The upright 
Japanese barberry. Berberis thunbergi 
erecta, with its perfectly erect branches 
should serve as an ideal hedge. requiring 
little clipping at the sides. 

One of the most beautiful barberries, 
the common one, Berberis vulgaris. un- 
fortunately has a bad name inasmuch as 
it is a host plant for the black stem rust 
of wheat. It is a European shrub which 
has escaped from cultivation and is fre- 
quently naturalized in the East. It has 
handsome foliage; flowers and fruit are 
borne in long, pendulous clusters. 

One of the criteria in determining 
which plants are most useful to bird life 
is a plant’s ability to be spread by the 
agency of birds. Here, Japanese barberry 
has been distributed in this way more 
extensively than any other plant.»

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tear for the night crawler and his sup- 
posed role in improving the organic con- 
tent of the soil, remember what this pest 
does to turf... how his unceasing winter 
activity leaves it honeycombed with bur- 
rows and lumpy with worm castings. In- 
deed, the roughness of lawns in spring 
is due almost entirely to the night 
crawler. Therefore, the use of chlordane 
eliminates, along with the night crawler 
himself, much of the need for lawn roll- 
ing in spring. 

Moreover, the night crawler is good 
riddance from lawns for another reason. 
It aids the spread of snow mold. a winter- 
active lawn fungus, by spreading the 
fungous organism itself and also by dis- 
tributing castings which contain organic 
matter needed by the fungus. 

The destruction of all these turf and 
soil insects controls, in turn. the mole 
population, which is left without its nat- 
ural insect and earthworm food. And 
once you take its food away. no mole will 
waste time burrowing under your lawn. 

Chlordane’s ant-killing ability is well 
known. I’ve seen lawns treated with a 
single application three years previous 
which were still ant-free. Control of 
grasshoppers with chlordane is equally 
effective. But unfortunately. treatment is 
good only for the year of application. 
Once the chlordane works its way off the 
foliage and into the upper layer of soil, 
grasshoppers can feed on the foliage. 

When to apply chlordane? Ordinarily, 
it pays to apply this insecticide just as 
early as possible for two reasons. First, 
although crabgrass does not germinate 
until the temperature reaches 85° or 
more and therefore can’t be acted on 
by the insecticide until warm weather 
arrives. the other benefits from chlor- 
dane begin as soon as it’s applied—the 
elimination of grubs, ants. grasshoppers 
and moles. whose damage continues the 
year round. Secondly, a chlordane treat- 
ment prevents germination of all seed, 
including permanent lawn grasses. for 
the three-week period immediately fol- 
lowing application. 

There is one noteworthy exception to 
the-sooner-the-quicker rule for applying 
chlordane. If you plan to seed your 
entire lawn in spring, it’s best to delay 
your chlordane application until early 
spring, treating the young turf as soon 
as frost is out of the ground and then 


| seeding some three or four weeks later. 





The actual application of the insecti- 
cide powder is a simple matter. It can 
be applied as is from a shaker-top can, 
or it can be mixed with a bag of horti- 
cultural vermiculite (terralite grade) and 
applied through a fertilizer spreader. It 
can also be used in liquid form, one 
pound to 25 gallons of water. 

The rate of application recommended 
is safe for all vegetation. but avoid over- 
lapping or dumping extra material onto 
the lawn. Inhibition of growth may occur 
from an overdose.»

TIPS ON FRUIT GROWING FOR NORTHERN GARDENERS 
by P. J. McKENNA (N, Y.) 


month of spring; one of the busiest 

of the year. The planting schedule 
alone includes all kinds of trees, shrubs, 
evergreens, perennials and other hardy 
plants; the sooner they are set out the 
better. Orders for plants, seeds, fer- 
tilizers and other supplies top the list of 
chores for urgency. Demand is heavy 
and shortages are inevitable. Be sure of 
your sources of supply. Mid-season dis- 
appointments too often follow the pur- 
chase of questionable plants and seeds. 

As a way to supplement the food 
budget. many home owners are attracted 
by the idea of raising fresh fruit. Getting 
such a project under way is an important 
factor in this as in any other phase of 
gardening. Each season it is put off is 
another year lost. 

The kinds known as small fruits, which 
range from strawberries to grapes, are 
often the sensible choice for limited 
space. With so many varieties available 
it is strange that so few have found their 
way into American gardens. 

What is more, most of these small 
fruits fit into the garden without special 
plan or site. Blueberries form a fine 
hedge, or may be grouped in a shrub 
border. Grapes provide shade if trained 
on an overhead arbor, or make a tall 
screen on a trellis, They might even 
be planted along a path or drive and 
strawberries set in the same bed. Rasp- 
berries, too, can be used as a screen. As 
for currants and gooseberries, occasional 
plants set here and there among shrubs 
will yield a mess of appetizing fruit 
without any bother, if they get some sun- 
light. 

Don’t be discouraged if your soil does 
not meet text-book requirements. Com- 
post or manure will make any soil pro- 
duce fruit. Lacking these, peatmoss or

It is a waste of time to set out any- 
thing but top grade plants. After they 
are in the ground, with about 3 inches 
of soil over the roots, the tops of bush 
fruits should be cut back. This operation 
is too often omitted, with the mistaken 
idea that a crop of fruit can be harvested 
the first season. Of course. a first year 
crop is possible, but at the expense of 
vigorous growth and later yields. Roots 
are lost when the plants are dug; others 
are lost in shipping. A curtailed root 
system cannot be expected to perform 
like a full one. All bramble fruits, like 
raspberries, are cut to within 6 inches of 
the ground; gooseberries and currants 
are thinned out and the tips cut. Blue- 
berries are merely tipped back. 


Blueberries 


More exacting than other small fruits, 
blueberries require an acid soil. If the 
soil reaction is doubtful. a quantity of 
acid peatmoss or sawdust should be 
mixed in. In any case. 2 pounds of pure 
dried cow manure and a tablespoonful of 
sulfate of ammonia are added for each 
plant. Then the ground around the roots 
is mulched with sawdust, peatmoss or 
leaves. Two-year-old blueberry plants 
are the best, and they should be set 6 
feet apart each way. Twice during the 
growing season, each plant should be 
fed a tablespoonful of 5-10-5 fertilizer. 

For a crop of fruit, at least two dif- 
ferent varieties of blueberries should be 
set out. For a succession of fruit, these 
varieties will ripen in the order given: 
BERKLEY, PEMBERTON, ATLANTIC and 
CoveLLte. In New England and other

WAREHAM are good choices. Blueberries 
are hardy as far north as peaches grow, 
but they do not succeed in extremely cold 
regions. 


Bramble Fruits 


A well cared for planting of brambles 
will last eight to ten years and might 
include raspberries, blackberries and 
dewberries—one or several varieties. 
Since these bushes send up quantities of 
suckers each season, some are selected 
for fruiting and the rest removed. Other- 
wise the place will become a thicket. 
For the narrow hedge system plants are 
set 244 feet apart, and rows need to be 
at least 6 feet apart. Stakes and wires 
are used for support and to keep the 
bushes in their allotted space. 


Raspberries 


There are three kinds of raspberries— 
red, black (blackcaps) and purple. Red 
varieties are the most frequently grown 
and the easiest to manage. The others 
are more vigorous and produce more 
fruit. And since they ripen after the red 
ones they also prolong the season. 

Among the red raspberries are sum- 
mer-bearing varieties and the everbear- 
ing kinds that give two crops a season. 
Both types need to have the fruiting canes 
removed as soon as they have finished 
bearing to make way for the new canes 
that will bear the next year’s fruit. The 
everbearing raspberries, however. pro- 
duce the autumn crop on the new canes, 
and these same canes bear again the 
following summer. Then they are re- 
moved. Pinching the tips of the new 
canes in July encourages a larger au- 
tumn harvest. 

Fer summer raspberries. NEWBURGH, 
LATHAM and MILTON are good. Or for 
northern regions MINNESOTA, VIKING or 
LatHAM should be chosen. Everbearing 
varieties are successful only in regions 
where frosts are late. and include INDIAN 
SUMMER and SEPTEMBER. 

Black and purple raspberries are also 
tip-pinched in summer. In addition, they 
are cut back a foot or more the following 
spring before growth starts. Otherwise 
their culture is the same as for red varie- 
ties. The red varieties should be planted 
with either black or purple because of 
mosaic. Of the black raspberries, 
BristoLt, NapLes and CUMBERLAND are 
best, while good purple raspberries in- 
clude Marion and Sonus. 


Blackberries and Dewberries 


In places like Minnesota, blackberries 
are not hardy. Elsewhere they are safe. 
They are rampant growers which ought 
to be rigidly controlled, but aside from 
that they are handled like black and 
purple raspberries. Extreme care is 
needed when selecting varieties, and they 
should be obtained from a_ reliable 


source. Top rating goes to ELpoRADO, 
which matures its fruit in mid-August. 

Dewberries, or trailing blackberries. 
are less hardy than other brambles. Some 
are grown with protection in parts of 
the Hudson Valley. Culture is much the 
same as it is for other brambles except 
that new canes, which are thin and 
willowy and very long, are left to trai! 
along the ground. In spring they are 
tied up to wire supports. Left on the 
ground all winter they are easily covered 
with hay or soil. Canes are cut after 
fruiting. The variety generally used is 
LUCRETIA. 


Currants and Gooseberries 


The red and black currants differ in 
fruiting habits. Black varieties produce 
their crop on canes a year old, and there- 
fore canes are cut out annually much 
like the brambles. Red currants, how- 
ever, bear fruit on canes two and three 
years old, so all canes over four years 
old are removed. The pruning is done 
in spring. Surplus canes and all weak 
growth are removed then, too. Black cur- 
rants are not grown much in the United 
States, but the realization that the fruit 
has a high vitamin C content may result 
in a demdnd for the plants. 

Two-year-old currant bushes are set 
out 3 feet apart in rows spaced 4 feet 
apart. Two applications of 5-10-5 are 
given during the growing season—one 
when growth starts and the other in 
July. Constant cultivation is needed to 
keep down weeds unless the ground is 
mulched with hay or leaves. Rep LAKE 
is the best all ’round currant variety. and 
Witver is also popular. Both are ex- 
cellent for jelly. Good varieties of black 
currants for the Northwest are KERRY 
and Boskoop Giant. And for most re- 
gions PooRMAN is tops in red_ goose- 
berries; DowNINc is green. PIxweELt and 
ABUNDANCE are the most suitable for 
the Northwest. 


Grapes 


Spring is the best time to set out 
grapes. In the home garden, they are 
easier to manage if trained over an arbor 
or against a trellis, with plants set 6 
feet apart. Closer planting results in 
overcrowding when the plants get large. 
Well developed, one-year-old grape plants 
with a good root system are considered 
a good buy, but two-year-old plants are 
better, if they can be secured. 

For an early harvest, SENECA is a good 
yellow grape, while FrReponia is blue- 
black. DELAWARE, a red table grape and 
NiaGarA, white, both ripen in mid-season. 
The latter is extremely vigorous and pro- 
ductive. The familiar Concorp is the 


outstanding blue-black grape of high 
quality. In the Northwest, the best 


varieties include FREDONIA, VAN BUREN, 
BLurJAY and PorTLANnp.>

White Grub Problem 


My lawn is infested with white grubs. 
How can I eradicate them?—Mkrs. RuFus 
C. Fox (N. C.) 

You can rid your lawn of the grubs by 
an application of chlordane at the rate of 
3 pounds per 1,000 square feet. Mix the 
material with sand to spread it evenly. 
Then water it in with a hose. 


Deformed Roses 


What causes the buds on my roses to 
turn sideways like they are deformed? 
—FLORENCE SCHAERF (Ind.) 

Tiny insects called thrips are deform- 
ing your roses. On roses they are un- 
usually destructive. Strong applications 
of nicotine sulphate applied from the 
time the buds show may help. DDT in 
combination with pyrethrum and other 
insecticides has also proven effective. 


Puffball Eradication 


I mulch my garden with compost 
and leafmold. It improves the soil but 
I get numerous puffballs popping up 
throughout the beds. Is there any way 
I can get rid of them?—Mkrs. Eten H. 
Turk (Calif.) 

Puffballs are harmless mushroom-like 
fungi. There is no way of killing them 
in the beds without harming your plants. 
To prevent their appearance. though. dig 
your compost and leafmold into the soil 
rather than applying it as a mulch. Also, 
make sure it is thoroughly decomposed 
before you use it on the garden. 


English Daisies 


In many English lawns there are small 
daisies growing with the lawn, low 
enough not to be cut. Is it. possible to 
obtain the same result here in America? 
—F. B. Morean (N. J.) 

The English daisy so prevalent on 
lawns in England is Bellis perennis 
sold here in spring to flower with the 
tulips. Seeds are sown in August of the 
previous year. It will not grow in the 
lawns in America. 


Centipede Grass 


Will centipede grass grow in Connecti- 
cut ?—Wit_sur McKay (Conn.) 

Centipede grass will not grow in the 
Northeast. It is a grass of the deep South. 


Tree for Screen 


I would like to get a tree with branches 
that droop and grow near the ground to 
obscure a street from view. Could you 
suggest one?—Mnrs. FRANKIE G. MERSON 
(nm. ¥.) 

In ornamental trees the crabapples 
have many advantages and should suit 
your purpose. A hemlock might also 
do well; it would be an all year screen 
since it is evergreen.

PLUNGE-PITh 


HE English method for growing 
“plunge-pit” mums combines the 
advantages of both outdoor grow- 
ing and greenhouse culture. I have been 
able to grow prize mums by this sys- 
tem, with certain modifications, for all 
varieties which bloom in November and 
December. 
English gardeners who have green- 
houses grow chrysanthemums for exhibi- 


tion, using a 9- to 10- month growing 
schedule. Cuttings are taken during 


January and February and pinched sev- 
eral times before potting in their final 
flowering pots, which often are as large 
as 10 inches in diameter. The plants re- 
ceive their final potting in May or early 
June and are then plunged to the pot 
rim out-of-doors in a protected spot in 
full sunlight. Of course, each plant re- 
quires a stake, and additional feeding is 
provided by adding fertilizer to each pot 
during the growing season. 

Apparently each English grower has 
his own preference for bud _ selection. 
Most articles mention selection of either 
crown or terminal buds for each variety, 
but no logical system appears to be fol- 
lowed. The floral display seems to re- 
ceive the most meticulous care, for the 
English articles stress the staging tiers 
in the greenhouse, upon which the mums 
are arranged for exhibition, and the care 
to be followed in placing and watering 
the pots. 

In using this English system, I decided 
to postpone taking cuttings until March 
and April, so that a natural progression 


from cutting bench to cool house to cold- 
frame and finally to the plunge pit would 
not tie up too much greenhouse space at 
a time when the benches were already 
overflowing. This had the advantage of 
preventing the premature formation of 
flower buds in April or May on varieties 
such as Indianapolis Pink and its white. 
bronze and yellow relatives. Also, such 
tall growing varieties as Tuxedo do not 
reach 8 feet when the date of taking 


cuttings is delayed. If this departure 
from the English method reduced the 


size of the blooms I would not hesitate 
to abandon it, but I have had success in 
growing prize-winning blooms, and they 
seem to equal in every respect those from 
earlier cuttings. 

For my main plunge pit, I dug an 
area 6 by 18 feet to a depth of 10 inches. 
Around this I laid one course of 4-inch 
wide cinder blocks on a 4-inch concrete 
footing. The pit was then filled with 
clean builder’s sand to within 3 inches of 
the top. A 5-foot length of half-inch 
galvanized pipe was embedded in con- 
crete at each corner, so that, by connect- 
ing a horizontal piece of pipe to the 
corner pieces across each end, a solid 
support was given to the wires run length- 
wise at the proper height for fastening 
the individual galvanized wire plant 
stakes. When the pots were placed in 
the pit, the sand level rose to within an 
inch of the top, and by June 15, when 
the last pot was in place, there were 
three rows containing 22 plants in each 
row of exhibition, spider, quill, anemone

and commercial varieties, grown to a 
single stem, and two rows, containing 12 
plants in each row of pompons, grown to 
terminal sprays. 

In March I start taking cuttings from 
stock plants which have been carried 
over the winter in the cool greenhouse. 
Normally I take the cuttings as they de- 
velop, except in the few cases where the 
plants do better from late cuttings. I dip 
the cuttings in hormone powder and 
place them in rows in the greenhouse 
cutting bench in clean builder’s sand 
which is kept uniformly moist by sub- 
irrigation. 

In about two weeks, when a mass of 
inch-long roots have formed, I transfer 
the plants to 2-inch pots. using a mix- 
ture of top soil and compost with no 
fertilizer or manure added. The newly 
potted plants are placed on a green- 
house bench containing a 2-inch layer 
of sand kept damp to prevent any wilt- 
ing during the next three-week critical 
period the plants remain in the green- 
house. At the end of this period, the 
plants are transferred to the cool green- 
house, and then several weeks later to 
a coldframe. 

When the roots emerge from the drain- 
age hole in the bottom of the pots. the 
plants are shifted to 4-inch pots using a 
richer soil mixture, and then, starting 
about the middle of May, the plants re- 
ceive their final shift into 7-inch pots, 
which are placed in the plunge pit. For 
this final potting, I use a rich soil con- 
taining about one quarter well rotted 
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: Candscape with [ris

of nine months’ endeavor is 


manure, and about one 4-inch potful of 
superphosphate to each bushel of soil. 

When the pit is filled, a 6-foot galvan- 
ized plant stake is placed in the center 
of each pot containing a plant grown to 
a single stem. The stakes are fastened 
to the wires run the length of the pit, 
using paper covered “plant tys.” As the 
plants grow up the stakes the same type 
of fastener is used to keep the plants 
growing straight. Three-foot stakes are 
used for the pompons with no wire sup- 
port and the individual branches are 
trained by using string fastened to the 
stake. 

I believe in stopping 
they do any damage, so I use a systemic 
poison, sodium selanate (P-40), mixed 
with 5-10-5 fertilizer to combine feeding 
with insect control. I mix 14 part (P-40) 
to 34 part 5-10-5 fertilizer and put 
a teaspoonful in each pot during the 
first week in July, and then again the 
first week in August. This past year I 
added a 2-inch layer of peatmoss on the 
top of each pot,:and was very pleased 
with its effect on moisture control and its 
smothering effect on weeds. I also make 
several more feedings of straight ferti- 
lizer before the buds show color. 

To control the bud selected for flower- 
ing, I use the system developed by Cecil 
Delworth, which involves a soft pinch 
(top 1% inch of terminal growth) about 
90 to 100 days before blooming. This 
method is well illustrated in the book 
by Dr. and Mrs. Ernest L. Scott entitled 
“Chrysanthemums For Pleasure.” This 
pinch, which eliminates the break bud, 
produces several lateral growths and, to 
grow one large bloom to each plant, 
only the strongest shoot is allowed to 
develop. All the rest must be cut off

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ilong the stem as the plants grow taller 
and their removal is necessary. Usually 
‘his soft growth can be pinched off using 
-he thumbnail, and this makes a good 
after dinner task during early September 
evenings. 

In September or early October, the 
terminal growth will produce a central 
flower bud surrounded by small buds. 
As soon as the smaller buds are large 
enough to remove, they should be rolled 
away from the central bud using the 
thumb and index finger, or else a sharp 
thin knife. A little experience makes this 
an easy task. The remaining bud is 
either a crown or terminal bud, as de- 
termined by the pinching system. 

In mid-October, I begin to move the 
plants into a section of the cool house, 
and from there, as the plants come into 
bloom, they are placed in the center 
bench of the greenhouse. The natural 
difference in height of the different va- 
rieties makes it unnecessary to build 
special staging, and several rows of pom- 
pons with a row of cascade mums, or a 
few pots of hanging petunias at the edge 
of the bench, hide the long stems of the 
single-stem varieties. The center bench 
has a layer of several inches of sand 
upon which the pots rest and, by keep- 
ing this moist, very little additional 
watering is required during the display 
season which, by rearranging and adding 
new plants, lasts from early November 
into January. 

The foregoing may sound like a lot of 
work. but it is a leisure-time job for 
me. and I still have plenty of spare time 
for growing other greenhouse crops as 
well as several hundred outdoor mums. 
The important thing is to plan ahead so 
that there is always a little work to be 
done when time is available and no sud- 
den pile up of work. 

It is difficult to prepare any list of 
varieties which can be described as the 
best because individual tastes vary. How- 
ever. I like to have available for display 
all mum types including exhibition, 
commercial. anemone, quill, spider, and 
pompons in many color combinations, so 
I grow only a few of each variety in the 
two plunge pits I have. Like most gar- 
deners. I hate to discard any plants that 
have been faithful through the years, and 
yet. each year I see several new varieties 
I have to make room for. 

Accurate records are important to aid

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in making each year’s plans, so I have 
devised the system of records on page 
65, which shows the varieties I grow 
using the plunge pit method, the date 
they are pinched and the date they 
bloom, 

As you will see, most of the varieties 
listed bloom after Nov. 1, which is the 
latest date I can expect to avoid frost 
damage in the open garden. Those vari- 
eties on the list which bloom in October 
are those which do not winter over very 
well in the open garden. By growing one 
or two stock plants by the plunge pit 
method, I am sure of having cuttings for 
next year’s garden. All commercial and 
exhibition varieties should be grown 
single stem for best results; most spider, 
quill, or anemone varieties will do well 









either grown single stem or as multi- 
flowered bushes. The pompons usually do 
best grown as well branched plants with 
good terminal sprays produced by the 
timed-pinch method, although some pom- 
pons can be grown disbudded with but a 
single flower to a stem and from one to 
four or five stems per plant. If grown 
one flower to a plant, the blooms will 
be similiar to a baseball in size and 
shape. Both Fairmaid and Rose Mandel 
are ideal for this method of culture. 

This list represents quite a few years 
of trial and selection. I am sure you 
would be pleased to grow any one of 
the varieties, and if you are not already 
a victim, I am sure you could easily 
succumb to that delightful disease I call 
—*“Chrysanthemania.”

NE of the most attractive home 

greenhouses I have ever seen is 

in Brookline, Massachusetts—a 
lean-to sunk into a sunny terrace in per- 
fect harmony with its setting. Ordinarily, 
the added expense of a sunken floor is 
not warranted, but in this case, it brings 
the roofs of home and greenhouse to- 
gether in one graceful sweeping line 
without sacrificing greenhouse headroom. 
There is also the advantage of cooler 
growing conditions in summer. 

Inside, the greenhouse is as attractive 
as it is outside. The owner, Mrs. Fred- 
erick Kingsbury, uses extreme care in 
selecting and placing plants. The usual 
annuals and bulbous materials found in 
any flower shop are out. The lesser 
known plants, grown for fascinating foli- 
age, form and flowers, hold sway here. 
There is Hoya carnosa with waxy pink- 
ish white blooms; rosary plant (cero- 
pegia) with delicate hanging strings of | 
round gray-green leaves; a_ passion 
flower that produces rich purple _ blos- 
soms against dark green leaves; Aca- 
lypha wilkesiana with slender reddish 
spikes and colored foliage; Campanula 
isophylla alba dotted with white star- 
shaped blooms; Plumbago capensis with 
pale blue flowers; Iris moraea and some 
of the best bromeliads. One bulb Mrs. 
Kingsbury finds especially amusing is sea 
onion (Ornithogalum caudatum). This 
has clusters of white flowers with green 
centers and the bulbs multiply readily.

BORONIA 


SWEET BORONIA (Boronia megastigma) 
is one of the most elusive plants I have 
ever grown. It took more than ten years 
to find seed and the correct culture. But 
now that we have both, what a delight 
this fragrant little plant is. The branches 
are graceful with needle-like foliage. 
And in late winter or early spring deli- 
cate bell-shaped flowers appear, dark 
maroon on the outside and old gold 
within. In the center of each blossom is 
a maroon stigma about ™% inch across. 
The flowers last for many weeks, their 


| violet fragrance filling even a large room. 


A Frtower Grower reader in the 
plant’s native Australia first sent me the 


following instructions for germinating 
boronia seed and growing the plants. 
Soak seed in warm water for four 


days, then sow in a very acid mixture of 
sifted leafmold, peatmoss and sand. If 


| the sown seeds are kept at 70° germina- 


tion should take place within a week. 
When the little plants have several leaves, 
transfer them to small pots, being care- 
ful not to disturb the fine hairy roots. 
Use the same rich soil mixture in which 
the seeds were started, adding good gar- 
den loam. 

Our seeds were sown in June. By fall 
the plants were ready for 4-inch pots. 
They were always in part shade and the 
second summer were sunk in the ground 
in the filtered sunlight of pine trees. 
Similar part shade is desirable. Boronia 
plants should be kept well pinched the 
first year. Grow them on the dry side in 
summer and fall, but after flower 
buds have formed, never let the plants 
become even slightly dry. Never apply 
fertilizer of any kind—Joy Locee Mar- 
tin (Conn.)

friends to show more interest and 

ask more questions when they visit 
your garden. concentrate your cultural 
skill for a while on your lawn. To your 
surprise, pleasure. amusement or dis- 
may, you'll find that, no matter what or 
how many plants are in flower when 
they come, most visitors will show more 
genuine interest in the lawn than in any- 
thing else. 

The more knowledgeable. of course, 
will show interest in everything they see 
or are shown, ask pertinent and imper- 
tinent questions and voice constructive 
and destructive opinions. Even the not- 
so-knowledgeable and_ the _ not-at-all- 
knowledgeable will have something to 
say about roses and pansies and lilacs 
if happily they happen to be flowering. 
But itll be the lawn and lawn alone 
that’ll capture and hold the hearts and 
brains of all. 


ARK my words, your visitors will 
M note, first. that the lawn is green. 
Green as grass. in fact. And they'll 
wonder and muse about it longer than 
you might suppose, beginning by suggest- 
ing reasons and ending by asking ques- 
tions why it’s green. This quality of being 
green can really get them. 

Then they'll discover it’s thick. or 
dense. like a carpet. like a billiard table, 
like green plush. like a putting green, 
like in Ireland. and they'll then put their 
best foot forward. transfer all their 
weight to it. flex the muscles of the sup- 
porting leg. and get ready and set, it 
would seem. to sink in up to the knee. 
But maybe that’s not the idea at all. 

Now a moment of concentration, then, 
explosively. “Where in heaven’s name 
(or “Where the devil,” “the heck” or 
“the hell”) are the weeds?” Or, if it’s 
late in the season, “What happened to 
the*****craberass?” And something 
about “not even clover.” Plenty of inter- 
est shown. plenty of questions asked. 

Next the on-closer-examination phase 
of the visit. Starts with mere brushing 
backward and forward of grass with toe 
of shoe, possibly intended to disclose 


sneaky strain of lamb’s quarters under- 
mining everything or to show that al- 
though you don’t know it before very 
long the beetles will have done you and 
your greensward in.

Plant ‘Tuberous Begonias 


IN GARDEN OR POTS FOR SHOWY SUMMER BLOOM 


(AA HAT can I grow in shady spots?” 
That’s an old refrain to garden editors, county 
agents and others who answer questions raised 
by new green-thumb enthusiasts. 

One of the best answers is tuberous begonias. For not 
only do these showy, summer-flowering plants like shade, 
but they also fancy the acid soil usually found with shade 
—two fondnesses not shared by many other plants. More- 
over, they are adaptable to beds, borders, pots, planting 
boxes and hanging baskets. 

But beware! If the begonia bug really bites you, you'll 
soon run out of garden space! Far from being content 
with a mere couple dozen plants, you’ll want hundreds. 
For today’s large-blossomed hybrids have a compelling 
beauty indeed—a perfect symmetry and petal texture that 
rival the beloved camellias! Moreover, the forms and 
colors they now come in are intriguingly various. You'll 
want to own representatives of them all. 

The giant double camellia-flowered type is the most

popular. If fed wisely, these plants bear blooms 8 to 9 
inches across. Other hybrids that rate high are the double 
carnation-flowered type, crispa or single frilled, hanging 
basket (Lloydi), picotee double, rosebud double, and 
narcissa flora, Blooms of the latter resemble giant 
daffodils, Colors vary from red through pink, orange and 
yellow to white. The only colors not represented are ‘blue 
and lavender. 

The wonderful range both in form and color of the 
hybrids, as well as their superior substance and size, are a 
far cry from the original wildlings found in Central and 
South America. The man most responsible for this face- 
lifting of the tuberous begonia is Frank Reinelt of Capitola, 
California. His breeding work, which began in the mid- 
thirties, soon resulted in the larger blooms with better 
forms borne on exceedingly vigorous plants. His Pacific 
strain is known all over the world. 

Two other notable growers are located within the same 
fog-kissed Capitola area. Worth Brown produces begonias

first consideration: HARDINESS 


A WISCONSIN GARDENER TELLS HIS EXPERIENCES WITH 


PERENNIALS FOR THE “CHICAGO-MINNEAPOLIS AXIS” 


HILE every region has its peculiarities, its special 
challenges and its particular plants, the region I 
call Chicago-Minneapolis Axis tests and proves 
a gardener like no other. 

To begin with, it makes him face up to the dismaying 
truth that mean temperatures and average annual frost 
dates, beautiful things on paper, are useless meteorological 
abstractions. It does no good to rely on a safe mean 
temperature for May when, this spring, the weather de- 
viates from the mean and we suffer a killing frost on May 
21. Consider, for instance, the peach. A gardener along 
the Axis quickly discovers—no matter how nicely the 


isothermic lines wave across the map—that while peaches 
bear abundantly in Michigan, just across Lake Michigan 
in Wisconsin they stay alive only with difficulty. 

For several years I have kept a record of the perennials 
that perform faithfully in our Axis climate—plants that 
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-. + by CHESTER P. HOLWAY 


endure a temperature spread of 130° or more, sheet ice, 
sub-zero cold without snow cover, 80° days in early May, 
frost in late spring, high winds and driving rain—in short, 
plants as tough as we gardeners are. All have sustained 
many winters without cover; all have demonstrated their 
ability to survive hot summers without artificial watering. 
It goes without saying that bone-and-sinew plants top 
the list: squills, crocus, tulips, bearded and Siberian iris, 
herbaceous peonies, hemerocallis, summer phlox, hardy 
asters. But there are others, and for those who would 
avoid the cost and trouble of repeated replacement, they 
make a handsome garden. Here are some of the best. 
Most of the praise lavished on campanulas goes to 
canterbury bells. They are biennials, however. and trouble- 
some. Only once in ten years have I been able to get 
really successful bloom from them. When they do flower, 
a driving rain tears the blossoms to shreds. (The same is 

















true of foxgloves). On the other #&and, Campanula 
glomerata dahurica. defies storms and supplies the deep, 
intense blue a late June garden needs. And it is iron- 
hardy. . 

Just as stormproof is C. persicifolia, the peachleaf bell- 
flower, whose cool, icy blue flowers persist from peony 
time to summer’s end. 

In July loosestrife, Lysimachia clethroides, clusters 
starry white blossoms on spikes tapered and waved like 
little foxtails. Most handsome in a mass planting, its 
flowers cut well to give style to midsummer arrangements. 
Oddly, according to “Plant Buyers Guide,” only three nurs- 
eries offer it. More should. 

A flower that seems to have been admired in Queen 
Victoria’s day, but virtually disappeared from the cata- 
logues later, is sweet-rocket, Hesperis matronalis. Pos- 
sessed of a wild urge to flower and increase. it comes in 
a sweetly scented rush of muted white or lavender when 
the summer phlox it loosely resembles is still in hard green 
bud. Although a perennial, sweet-rocket wants room for 
it most often acts as a self-seeding biennial and is very 
useful for naturalizing on roadsides, under maple trees 
and other difficult places. 

The respectable delphinium grower carefully stakes 
every stalk, but to me this is bean-pole gardening and I 
don’t like it. So while the gorgeous Pacific queens in our 
climate break and topple into the mud, only the most 
devilish storm throws down the Chinese and Blackmore 
& Langdon strains, These are also, in my experience, 
hardier and longer-lived than their California cousins. 

Few perennials have all the virtues of Morden’s Pink 
variety of Lythrum superbum: hardiness, pleasing phlox- 
pink color, indifference to the vagaries of summer weather 
and a remarkably long period of clean flowering—some- 
times three full months. 

Unfailingly generous with its rich blue or pink blossoms 
is the balloonflower, Platycodon grandiflorum, which flowers 
in July and August. 

Although I seldom see them in other gardens I am very 
fond of three veteran filipendulas or meadowsweets. For- 
merly classed as spiraeas, they are still so listed in some 
catalogues. All three erect fine terminal clusters of bloom. 
Filipendula purpurea elegans displays clouds of tiny 
white flowers spiced with bright red stamens, and the ef- 
fect is that of hazy pink. Filipendula ulmaria (Spiraea 
ulmaria), queen-of-the-meadow, flowers in a rich mass of 
white, although the color seems to me more like cream. Last 
to bloom—the three overlap in flowering sequence—is F. 
rubra (S. lobata), queen-of-the-prairie which my _ neigh- 
bors call Martha Washington plume. Its fluffy panicles, 
officially peach-blossom pink, always remind me of a 
foaming strawberry soda. 

The hostas still masquerade in some lists under their 
earlier name of funkia. They are the plantain lilies, useful 
and always dependable in the garden. Hosta plantaginea, 
strongly fragrant, sends up cool, wax-white trumpets to 
scent late summer gardens. 

Few perennials lend the border a more lastingly hand- 
some dark green mass (with fragrant flowers that cut 
well) than dittany, Dictamnus albus. This is sometimes 
known as gas-plant because in warm quiet weather the 
leaves exude a lemon-scented volatile oil which may ignite 
with a tiny puff of flame when touched with a lighted match. 
Dittany dislikes transplanting but makes up for it by 
growing more beautiful each year. 

Another desirable perennial not often seen today is the 
shrubby Clematis heracleaefolia davidiana. Neither weather 
nor pest has bothered it. In late summer tight clusters 
of dark amethyst blue flowers with a scent to put perfume- 
makers to shame open along its stems. [SEE PAGE 98] 
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Pansies and English daisies may be set out 
from pots in spring in capricious climates.

HY limit rhododendrons in your garden to one 
or two majestic plants? With the many new 
dwarf-to-medium-sized varieties now available 
it’s possible to enjoy numerous specimens of 
the Northwest’s royal shrub in the smallest yard or be- 
neath a window of the most rambling one-story house. 
And the smaller plants have all the outstanding qualities 
of the older, towering shrubs. 

Where climatic conditions warrant their use, rhodo- 
dendrons are unequaled. In rock gardens, informal hedges, 
foundation plantings and borders they provide mag- 
nificent flower color in springtime and beautiful foliage 
and sturdy form all year round. Most of the newer com- 
pact types originated in England and many are hardy on 
Long Island and in sheltered gardens in New Jersey. 
Gardeners in Delaware, Virginia, North and South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Tennessee and the cooler parts of Florida 
have also reported success with the hardier varieties. In 
time, the interesting leaf forms and clearer flower colors 
of the newer rhododendrons may be combined with the 
rugged character of native species so that gardens in 
Maine can share the splendor now limited to milder 
regions. 

When using rhododendrons in foundation plantings it 

is desirable to choose northern or eastern exposures for 
Unique is a tidy little shrub with apricot-cream blossoms. the plants. They will do as well on the other sides of 
the house, however, if there is high shade to protect them

from afternoon sun. Trees, fences or screens can often 
be arranged to protect these broad-leaved evergreens 
from direct burning sun and drying winds. 

All but a few rhododendrons require acid well-drained 
soil. When planting them against a new home it is 
advisable to dig down around the foundation and remove 
any debris dumped there by the builder. Then coat the 
cement with asphalt paint to prevent outward move- 
ment of free lime from the foundation walls. Even in 
the acid soil of the Willamette Valley in Oregon there 
are evidences of “lime poisoning” where rhododendrons 
have been planted near cement foundations. 

To insure having a properly acid soil, incorporate 
humus in the form of peatmoss, decaying leaves or pine 
needles. This also makes the soil loose and easily pene- 
trated by the exceedingly fine rhododendron root system. 

Make the planting hole much larger than the rootball 
of the shrub being set in it. Drainage will be improved 
by breaking up the soil in the hole bottom. Since they are 
surface feeders and languish if planted too deeply, rhodo- 
dendrons are planted so the top roots are 1 inch below 
the surrounding soil level. When the soil has been firmed, 
shape a large basin around the base of the plant and 
fill it with water three or four times. Then apply a mulch 
of pine needles, leafmold or bracken fern to protect 
the roots from drying winds and sun and conserve 
moisture in dry weather. The mulch [See pace 156] 





HOW TO MAKE RHODODENDRONS THRIVE 
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PLANT RHODODENDRONS éso the top roots are not more 
than 1 inch below the soil surface. The hole, which is dug 
several inches larger than the rootball, is filled in with 
equal parts peatmoss, leafmold and loam. Shape a large 
basin in the soil around the plant and fill it with water 
several times to settle the soil. A temporary lath shade 
will provide a few hours of reduced sunlight each day for 
the young plant if no nearby trees are of sufficient size. 
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HEAVY MULCH 
PROTECTION FROM WIND AND COLD is necessary when 


these broad-leaved evergreens are planted in exposed loca- 
tions. Trees, shrubs or structural barriers on the side of 
prevailing winds will prevent much damage to foliage and 
flowers. Where winters are severe a wooden frame covered 
with heavy burlap will protect plants against temperature 
extremes. Pack straw or other insulating material about 
the branches before setting frame over the rhododendron. 
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DRAWINGS FROM BRYDON’S 


PRUNE RHODODENDRONS when the last flowers are dead. 
Branches headed back immediately after flowering will pro- 
duce shoots which bloom the next year. However, to insure 
a good floral display each spring, it is best to cut only 
one-third of the branches back each year. Water pruned 
plants heavily. Be sure to remove flower clusters as soon 
as they fade so that the dormant buds just below them on 
the stem (rather than developing seed pods) will receive 
the plant’s energy. Be careful not to damage these buds. 
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Flamboyant, self-assured beauties are the Kurume hybrids, 
a splendid strain of evergreen, heavy-blooming azaleas. 
Colors range all the way from purest white to deepest red.

Azaleas for Beginners 


CONSIDER, FIRST, THE BRILLIANT, EASY-TO-GROW EVERGREEN VARIETIES 
by MARK M. TAYLOR (Ore.) 


RE you wrinkling your forehead and scratching your 
head wondering what plants to choose for your basic 
garden plantings? Take my advice: consider, first, 

the azaleas. Out of flower they’re extremely attractive and 
in flower they’re absolutely gorgeous. Besides that, they’re 
permanent, inexpensive, easy to care for, easy to propagate, 
easy to transplant. All pro and no con! 

In our garden, azaleas have gradually taken over more 
and more of the available space, not because we planned it 
that way but because they proved so completely satisfactory 
that we wanted larger and larger plantings of them. They 
seemed to offer everything we wanted in spring-blooming, 
all-year-round-attractive plants, and so we kept buying and 
propagating more. They’ve thus become the feature attrac- 
tion of our garden. 

Azaleas are of two kinds, deciduous and evergreen, al- 
though in the colder parts of the country the evergreen vari- 
eties lose at least part of their foliage. Personally, I prefer 
these so-called evergreen kinds—because they include a 
much wider color range, and are more compact growing and 
are generally easier to grow and to propagate—and I be- 
lieve most beginners would do well to start with the ever- 
green kinds. Mollis is the most popular of the deciduous 
type and would be a good type to try next, followed by 
some of the less common deciduous species and varieties. 

Our own collection is made up mostly of the evergreen 
Kurume and Kaempferi varieties, which range in color from 
pure white to deepest red. We have found it easy to work 
out effective color schemes with these plants and have never 
been confronted by problems of clashing colors. We have 
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used them grouped together for mass effect and have found 
them wonderfully useful for filling in around larger shrubs 
like rhododendrons and camellias. There seems to be no 
limit, in fact, to the uses to which these plants can be put. 

The cultural requirements of azaleas are simple but spe- 
cific—they’re easy to provide but they must be provided. All 
azaleas must have an acid soil (pH 4.5-6.0) and they must 
have a soil that drains well. In an alkaline soil their leaves 
turn yellow for want of iron and in a waterlogged soil their 
roots suffocate for want of air. A woodsy soil containing 
plenty of organic matter is ideal—providing it’s acid and 
well drained—and if your garden soil isn’t of that quality 
you can make it so by mixing in generous amounts of peat- 
moss before planting. 

Since azaleas are shallow rooted, the soil around them 
should never be cultivated. In fact, cultivation will do much 
more harm than good. Hence, mulching is strongly recom- 
mended. A mulch of oak leaves, pine needles or peatmoss 
not only eliminates cultivation and weeding but, which is 
equally important, protects the roots that are just below 
the surface from heat during summer and from cold during 
winter. If peatmoss is used, a 2-inch mulch is about right; 
if pine needles, it can be somewhat deeper, and if oak leaves 
it can be 6 inches or more, depending of course on the size 
of the plants. 

Although azaleas cannot stand a waterlogged soil, they 
nevertheless must have sufficient water at all times to do 
well. Insufficient water during summer dry spells, in fact, 
is the most common reason for their unsatisfactory per- 
formance. They’ll need watering sooner than [SEE PAGE 152]

SEEK OUT THE DELIGHTFUL, BUT 


LESS WELL KNOWN, DECIDUOUS NATIVES

gardener’s tall tale. But it becomes a fact when there 

is a discriminating choice of native azalea species to 
provide a season of bloom extending from April through 
August—a claim unchallenged by the new hybrids. 

These rare and delightful American species have been 
admired and beloved abroad but never properly appreciated 
here, although their offspring—the spectacular new azalea 
hybrids from Exbury and Knap Hill, in England, and 
from Ilam, in New Zealand—undoubtedly will soon become 
familiar in the garden scene. Now several specialized nurs- 
eries here, at last recognizing the possibilities of our native 
azaleas, have started to offer them to the public. 

The foreign hybrid azaleas are flamboyant with their 
enormous blossoms, but the American species from which 
they are derived are works of art. Modeled by nature to 
an even greater beauty, they possess a subtle balance be- 
tween size of flowers and leaves, breadth of branches and 
over-all plant stature, which the new hybrids entirely lack. 
Though the blossoms are smaller, those of many species 
are so generously borne that they are just as colorful as 
the hybrids. 

These peerless plants—our native azaleas—are sophis- 
ticated rhododendrons that have been obliged to shed 
their leaves in winter to survive. But rhododendrons they 
are, with species names preceded by the letter R to indicate 
their kinship to the evergreen ancestors from which they 
evolved. 

First of these shrubs to bloom are R. austrinum and R. 
canescens. The delicate yellow, orange-red or ivory blos- 
soms of the former combine beautifully with the pink to 
white flowers of the latter. Both species have a delightful 
spicelike scent, and ultimately reach 10 feet in height. 
They are hardy to Philadelphia and beyond—although the 
vicinity of New York City probably represents the northern 
limits of their reliability. 

The beautiful and unusual R. vaseyi is next to blossom, 
in early May. A rugged, adaptable shrub that is hardy 
to 25° below zero, its flowers open at just the right time 
to form a backdrop for a multitude of wild flowers. The 
large blossoms which cover the plant are borne with 
jaunty grace. Although this species is usually pale pink, 
some lovely deep pink shades may be selected at the 
nursery when it is in bloom, and a form with large glisten- 
ing white blossoms is now on the market. One with remark- 
able crimson, velvet-textured flowers is being propagated 
for early introduction. 

A trio of azalea species, which equal R. vaseyi in excep- 
tional landscaping value, bloom in mid-May. These three 
make a stunning display when the dwarf pink to white- 
flowered R. atlanticum is used in the foreground, the 4-foot 
R. alabamense with shimmering white, pale yellow or 
pink blossoms behind it, and the tall pink R. roseum at 
the rear. Added to this choir of color is the fragrance 
of roses, oriental lilies and cloves, which emanates from the 
three species, each in the order named. [SEE PAGE 158]

winter-killing, serious insect or disease 
damage, fertilizers or cultivation. 

While you probably won’t feel a 
change to wild flower gardening suff- 
cient reason to throw out the shovel 
and the hoe, you most certainly will be 
impressed with the permanence and 
easy maintenance of native plants. 
Once such plants become firmly estab- 
lished, they can take almost any dose 
of drought or rain and appear to like 
it. If invasive weeds should gain a 
foothold, they must be rooted out, of 
course, but this need arises far less 
often than you might expect. 

The one real requirement of a per- 
manently successful and satisfying wild 
flower garden is a realistic, common- 
sense attitude on the part of the gar- 
dener, plus a realization that the most 
desirable plants usually have basic 
likes and dislikes which must be met 
from the beginning. Suppose we take 
a look at these latter factors, more or 
less in the order of their importance. 

Many of the most attractive native 
perennials are woodlanders and. while 
they are accustomed to moderate spring 
sunshine before tree leaves come out 
(see table on next page), they resent 
more than a daily hour or so of direct 
sun from midspring until fall. Unless 
these notions are satisfied, you'll be 
courting trouble. Often you can pro- 
vide a suitable environment by making 
a supplementary planting of trees and 
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half buried in soil. They'll feel at home in moist, open shade in your garden.

This must be 
lone before your main plantings are 
nade. 

Other wild flowers have opposite 
ideas and ask for plenty of sun at all 
times. Obviously these are the wisest 
selections if your available area is 
sunny during the warm months. Re- 
member, though, that in the wild state 
most of these sun worshippers have a 
variable amount of root shade supplied 
by grasses or other low vegetation 
through the summer and that compara- 
tively few can take the extreme sun- 
light of exposed rock crannies and 
pockets without some damage. 

The largest group of desirable wild 
flowers is composed of plants that are 
tolerant of both sun and shade, pro- 
vided neither is excessive. If your 
area is average in this respect, by all 
means start with this half-and-half 
class. Then, as you gain experience, 
experiment with some of the plants in 
the two preceding groups. Thus, in the 
course of time, you can establish a sur- 
prisingly varied collection of plants 
Jiving in harmony and general happi- 
ness. 

From the standpoint of physical char- 
acter, soil for most native plants should 
be reasonably loamy, gritty and heavily 
stocked with natural humus such as 
leafmold or finely crumbled peatmoss. 
Bog plants. of course, prefer a heavy 
soil, and alpines as a rule like an extra 
dose of coarse sand or pulverized rock 
fragments. 

Do not enrich any wild flower soil

RUTH GANNON SHOWS YOU HOW TO HAVE FRESH 


BLOOMS IN SUMMER, 


AVE YOU EVER THOBGHT of planting flowers that will 
H supply a profusion of bloom for winter as well 

as summer? It’s easy—if you chodse the kinds 
of flowers that can be dried successfully. Not all of them 
dry well, but there is a wealth of material that can be 
just as attractive when dried as it is when fresh. 

Many of these double-duty flowers will add a new note 
to your garden (half the fun of gardening is in trying 
new things); others are old favorites. As each plant 
reaches its peak of bloom, pick and dry some of the 
flowers for winter use. You'll be surprised at the quantity 
of material you'll have accumulated for dried bouquets by 
the time frost overtakes your garden. Then you can make 
colorful bouquets which will last all winter to remind 
you of the golden summer days when the flowers were in 
bloom. 

Annual statice, Limonium sinuatum, is one of the 
best flowers for drying and just as lovely in fresh bou- 
quets. Try growing it lavishly as a bedding plant as it is 
used in the fabulous gardens of the Alhambra Palace in 
Spain, much as petunias are used here. From a flat rosette 
of leaves numerous 2-foot spikes emerge. These are tipped 
with clusters of small flowers which come in deep blue, 
lavender, mauve, salmon, pink, yellow and white. If you

don’t want to buy specific colors, some seedsmen offer 
mixed colors in what they call Art Shades. 

Statice should be started as early as possible—in a 
coldframe in March, or outdoors in May. Use a little care 
in planting for the seeds come in prickly clusters of 
flowers which must be pulled apart and planted separately. 
I start seeds of all kinds in pots of vermiculite which are 
watered and covered with glass and a piece of news- 
paper. These are removed as soon as seeds germinate. 
When the second set of leaves appears, seedlings are trans- 
planted to a flat and later moved to the garden. 

Like most flowering plants, statice needs full sun. One 
of the best things about it is that it continues to send 
up new spikes all summer and flowers long after frost 
has taken marigolds, zinnias and other tender plants. 
Once you try statice, I feel sure it will always rate a place 
in your garden. 

The perennial statice, (Armeria pseudoarmeria), bears 
clouds of tiny lavender flowers on much-branched stems 
which emerge from flat leathery leaves. It is a beautiful 
plant about 144-feet tall but not a perpetual bloomer like 
the annual variety. Like most perennials, it does not bloom 
from seed the first year. 

Larkspur, a favorite annual in many [SEE PAGE 154] 
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This year grow some dual- 
role flowers to bring summer 
into your home all the year 
round.

| FEEDING YOUR LAWN: 








by FANNY-FERN DAVIS 


FORMERLY ACTING 


Is your lawn thin, weedy or moss-infested? Do you 
find it impossible to grow grass under shade trees? Have 
you tried sowing this seed or that with no results other than 
a bright green cover for a few months which is then gradu- 
ally taken over by weeds? 

If you have had one or more of these experiences, don’t 
be discouraged. For there is a remedy for each of them. 
Indeed, the ideal feeding program—namely, right amounts 
of the right kind of plant food consistently applied at the 
right time over a period of years—can accomplish renova- 
tion miracles. It gives maximum encouragement to the 
permanent grasses in your lawn and maximum discourage- 
ment to weeds. Such a program is particularly effective 
when accompanied by attention to soil aeration, surface and 
subsurface drainage. deep subsurface feeding of shade 
trees and proper year-round maintenance practices (mow- 
ing, watering, weed-killing, rolling, etc.). 

But first, let’s take a look at the essential food elements 
which all plants must take from the soil for proper growth. 
These are nitrogen (N), phosphorus (P) and potassium 
(K), as well as numerous other elements needed in much 
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ASSOCIATION GREEN SECTION 


smaller quantities. The latter are present in most good 
soils, and in commercial fertilizers exist as impurities or 
added “trace elements.” But since nitrogen, phosphorus 
and potassium are needed by plants in relatively large 
quantities, these almost invariably must be added to the 
soil in order to “feed” the plants. Therefore, it is around 
these three elements that of fertilizer formulae 
have been developed to meet specific crop needs or to 
correct unusual soil deficiencies. 

Every bag of fertilizer carries a label giving the minimum 
percentage content of nitrogen (N), phosphorus as_ phos- 
phoric acid (P.0;) and potassium as potash (K.O). These 
percentages, always listed in this order, are referred to 
commercially as the “grade.” Thus, a 4-12-4 grade ferti- 
lizer contains 4 per cent nitrogen, 12 per cent phosphoric 
acid and 4 per cent potash. A 10-6-4 grade (for use on 
lawns, golf courses, parks and otli@r areas of well-groomed 
turf) contains 10 per cent nitrogen, 6 per cent phosphoric 
acid and 4 per cent potash. 


dozens 


Because the nitrogen carriers 


are the most expensive part of fertilizers, the 10-6-4 grade 
costs more per pound than does the 4-12-4, although each 











contains 20 units of plant food. However, to get cor- 
responding quantities of nitrogen (and consequently cor- 
responding shoot and leaf stimulation), only 40 per cent 
as much fertilizer needs to be bought and applied on 
lawns when 10-6-4 is used as when 4-12-4 is used. 

Because nitrogen is essential to leaf production, it is 
of utmost importance in feeding lawns, for the leaves are 
constantly being removed by mowing. (If lawn clippings 
are not so heavy that they will smother the grass, permit 
them to remain on lawn; they return needed food and 
organic matter to the soil.) Years ago the United States 
Golf Association Green Section, by analyzing clippings 
from specific lawn areas. demonstrated that as many as 
5 pounds of nitrogen can be removed annually in clippings 
from 1,000 square feet of turf grass. The same clippings 
removed only 4 pound of phosphoric acid and 1 pound 
of potash. In addition, when nitrogen is in a form available 
to plants, it is readily soluble in water and is therefore 
easily washed out of the soil. Consequently, it has little 
hold-over effect from one year to the next. 

There are two important relationships between plants 
and nitrogen, an understanding of which may help you 
to plan a more effective and economical lawn-feeding pro- 
gram. First, although nitrogen is essential to good leaf 
production, when it is added to soils in large amounts, 
it delays or even prevents flower and fruit production. This 
is highly desirable on a lawn but certainly not in the 
rose garden or corn patch. Therefore, fertilizers for 
flowers and most vegetable crops carefully avoid an excess 
of nitrogen. They are high instead in [SEE pace 130]

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FIVE LAWN TIPS TO REMEMBER 
WHEN USING COMMERCIAL 
FERTILIZERS ... 


1. Never distribute at any one time more 
than 1 pound of nitrogen to 1.000 square feet 


of lawn. 


2. Distribute the fertilizer only when lawn 
foliage is dry. Leaves wet with a thin film 
of dew will hold the fertilizer and may suffer 
a serious burn as a result. After applying the 
fertilizer. sprinkle the lawn thoroughly if this 
is possible. This washes the fertilizer off of 
all foliage and into the ground, where it 
becomes available at once to the roots. Im- 
mediately before an afternoon shower is 


an excellent time to fertilize. 


3. For uniform distribution on small lawn 
areas or where a distributor is not available, 
divide the total amount to be applied in half. 
Distribute half walking north and south and 


the other half walking east and west. 


4. For uniform distribution on an irregu- 
larly-shaped lawn area, block off a 10-foot- 
square area and apply one-tenth of the 
amount needed for 1,000 square feet accord- 
ing to method described in paragraph 3. 
Then proceed to apply corresponding amounts 


to remainder of area. 


5. If you apply hydrated lime to your lawn 
before fertilizing, be sure to allow at least 
two weeks to elapse between applications. of 
fertilizer and lime. Otherwise you may get 
a chemical reaction between the lime and the 
inorganic carriers of nitrogen, losing your 
nitrogen as a gas into the air and burning 
your grass. No such risk is involved when 
ground limestone is used, but by the same 
token results are much slower. Liming. in- 
cidentally, does not take the place of feeding. 
Its principal function is to control soil acidity 
and improve the physical condition of the soil. 
City lawns are often limed too much. Don’t 
lime unless it is necessary for good

Interest in power lawn mowers continues to increase each 
year. As people take more pride in good lawns, they seek 
quicker and easier ways of mowing. To meet this need, 
manufacturers have perfected power lawn mowers to the 
point where there is a reliable machine to fit the lawn and 
pocketbook of most people. 

Power lawn mowers are basically of two kinds: the reel 
type and the rotary type. The reel type is the conventional 
machine, in which a reel of five or more curved blades re- 
volves against a straight-edged bed knife, which governs the 
height at which the grass is cut. The action of the reel 
blades against the bed knife is like that of a pair of shears 
or scissors. In the rotary type, the blades are similar to 
those of an electric fan and revolve at high speed parallel 
to the ground. Their cutting action is like that of a scythe 
or sickle. The blades of reel type mowers usually should 
be sharpened by an expert, but those of rotary mowers 
can be sharpened by the owner with a file or grindstone. 
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It is generally agreed that the reel type mower does a 
finer, smoother job than the rotary and that for the best 
lawns, where the finest possible appearance is desired, a 
high-grade reel type mower is the first choice. It’s necessary 
to mow rather often with these machines, however, because 
they don’t perform well on long grass. Some of the “bar- 
gain” models have only four-bladed reels and do not give 
such a fine finish to the grass as do the better grade ma- 
chines. 

The rotary type mower has the advantage of versatility. 
It can be used on any length grass and even on coarse 
weeds. People with places in the country, where the mowing 
can be done only on week ends irrespective of how tall the 
grass grows during the week, find this type especially 
satisfactory. It is also excellent for mowing paths, play 
areas and other parts of the home grounds where the grass 
is more or less rough. Another advantage of the retary is 
that the vacuum created by the whirling blades tends to

pick up the flat crabgrass and cut it, though this feature 
is sometimes a little overrated. The rotary mower does leave 
the grass more or less in windrows, however, and even in 
the hands of a careful operator it does not give such a 
smooth finish as the reel type—although after a day or two’s 
growth the difference may be negligible. 

A third kind of mower, the sickle bar or oscillating knife 
mower, never was intended for fine lawns, but it does have 
its place in maintaining country places where tall grass, 
weeds and even small brush have to be cut. 

Hand mowers still are widely used. Don’t think that by 
buying a power mower, you can throw away the old “arm- 
strong variety.” Hang onto it, for most lawns still have a 
few places more easily mowed by hand. When manufac- 
turers put five blades on the reel of the hand mower, they 
made it a better machine, and rubber-covered wheels have 
made it more quiet. Some mowers are streamlined, boasting 
light metal handles to say nothing of fancy paint jobs. 

Choosing the right size power mower often is a problem. 
In general a 21-inch machine with a 1 horsepower engine 
is ample for a 100- by 100-foot lawn. A 24-inch mower with 
a 1% or 2 horsepower engine will do a quicker job or care 
for a larger area. The 30-inch machine with a 3 or 4 horse- 
power engine is the best size for an acre of lawn. Most hand 
machines have an 18-inch cut, but 16 inches is enough if 
women or children do the pushing. 

Ordinary operation costs are low for most power mowers. 
Those with a 1 horsepower engine operate approximately 
four hours on a quart of gasoline. Three horsepower en- 
gines operate about five hours on a gallon of gas. Most of 
these engines use very little crankcase oil, but this oil should 
be changed occasionally. Also, very little grease and oil 
are needed to service a mower. Most ma- [SEE PAGE 138]

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WATERING YOUR LAWN 


The why, how and when—as told to a FLOWER GROWER editor by Fred V. 


Grau and Al Radko of the United States Golf Association Green Section 


On a recent visit to Beltsville, Maryland, we asked Fred 
V. Grau and Al Radko what they consider the most impor- 
tant factors in lawn watering. These two men can both 
speak with the authority of hard experience, for Mr. Grau 
has been director of the Green Section of the United States 
Golf Association for nearly eight years while Mr. Radko is 
the Section’s agronomist. This is what they report. 

Despite the widely-held—and much-enjoyed—belief to 
the contrary, the secret of luxuriant grass is not necessarily 
lots of water . . . certainly NOT quantities of water sprin- 
kled with gay and short-lived abandon whenever the mood 
hits the hose-happy gardener. Indeed, the best watering 
practice for your particular lawn may well be not to water. 
to exercise noble restraint; for many grasses, except in arid 
regions, require no watering at all. 

But let’s begin at the beginning. The principles of lawn 
watering are actually very simple. First we'll consider the 
“how” (and “why”) and then the “when.” 

One of the most fundamental rules—and perhaps the one 


most often ignored—is to apply water no faster to your tur! 
than the soil will absorb it. Light sandy soil may take as 
much as 3 inches an hour, but this is highly unusual. Aver- 
age soils absorb little more than one-half inch (perhaps | 
inch) an hour, and very few sprinklers can deliver that 
small an amount. The result is wasteful runoff and pud- 
dling. And if, as so often happens, people misinterpret the 
flooding as evidence the lawn has had enough and shut off 
the sprinkler, shallow watering is an additional—and ex- 
tremely harmful—result. 

Above all, when you do water, water thoroughly—all the 
way down to where the grass roots ought to be, 6 or 7 inches 
below the surface. Shallow watering is worse than no water- 
ing at all, for it encourages the roots to seek moisture near 
the surface. The result is disaster when sprinkling is dis- 
continued for even a few days or when an exceptionally hot 
spell occurs to dry and literally bake the roots. Thorough 
deep-down watering is perhaps the most important single 
success factor in lawn irrigation. 
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But there is such a thing as overwatering your lawn—by 
not waiting the proper length of time between applications. 
Too-frequent waterings keep the air spaces in the soil filled 
u», excluding the oxygen, and roots must have oxygen in 
order to be able to absorb water. Therefore, a plant can be 
suffering from lack of water when standing with its feet in 
water! Also, long-continued overwatering is likely to cause 
lawn soils to become so dense and compact they take both 
water and air only with great difficulty. When this happens, 
the best remedy is to cultivate the subsoil. Various types of 
implements are available for cultivating the soil beneath 
the surface without injuring the turf. Spring and fall are 
the best times of year to do this, for then the soil is nat- 
urally moist and cultivated holes are readily left in the 
turf, admitting water and air freely. Most professional turf 
crowers cultivate their turf at various times. 

How often should you water? Some very excellent work 
sponsored by the USGA Greens Section at Pennsylvania 
State College indicates that lawns should be watered “only 
when needed”—that is. you should always wait until the 
erass begins to wilt slightly before watering it. And, with 
the exception of creeping bent grasses, which require pretty 
constant watering, the greater the interval between soak- 
ings, the better the grass stand is likely to be. At Davis, Cal- 
ifornia, an arid region where in summer no rain falls for 
some six months straight and daily temperatures average 
100°, recent tests indicate that common bluegrass can go 
24 days before it begins to wilt and needs watering. Merion 
bluegrass, an improved Kentucky bluegrass, can go 36 days 
before starting to wilt, considerably longer than the unim- 
proved form. (However, the latter boasts the ability to wilt 
and remain dry for long periods without injury.) In the 
same test study was Bermuda grass—both the common and 
U-3 forms. The roots of these went down 6 feet. The U-3 


plot was watered accidentally once during the summer and 
didn’t need it then! Indeed, in all but very arid regions, 
properly fertilized Bermuda grass, and even more particu- 
larly zoysia grass, provides nearly perfect lawn with no 
watering at all. (Adequately fertilized lawns, incidentally, 
always require less water.) Furthermore, tests at the Belts- 
ville Turf Gardens indicate that even better than zoysia 
alone is the combination of zoysia and Merion bluegrass. 
Indeed, the most perfect lawn turf currently maintained 
without irrigation at the Beltsville Turf Gardens is the com- 
bination of zoysia and Merion bluegrass. 

With diminishing supplies of water for domestic use a 
not-too-distant likelihood, the future trend will probably be 
to select the most drought-resistant grasses obtainable and 
provide them with the most adequate fertilizing program 
possible. The net result should be greater lawn satisfac- 
tion—with less watering—than ever before.» 
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Here’s how the lowly tincan can help you avoid the 
all-too-usual lawn flooding which most folks mis- 
interpret as evidence soil has had enough to drink. 
Set cans on sprinkled area to measure rate of ap- 
plication of water. Then adjust sprinkler to apply 
no more than 2 to 1 inch an hour—rate foraverage 
soils. (Heavy soils take less; light soils more.) 
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Kentucky bluegrass grows where soil is well-drained, fertile 
and sweet. Note new plants coming from underground runners. 
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Creeping red fescue spreads slowly from underground runners, 
It is especially adapted for use on dry, shaded locations.

GRASSES OF} 


For the Cooler Regions

For some obscure reason the average home owner bogs 
down almost completely when faced with the necessity of 
choosing grass for a new lawn. He may talk authoritatively 
and at length on the merits of 100 different rose varieties. 
He can discuss exhaustively the disease or insect tolerances 
and fertility requirements of various annuals in his flower 
garden. But when it comes to the relatively simple problem 
of selecting the grass that will best meet his requirements 
and grow in his garden for many years to come, he freely 
admits his confusion. 

Unfortunately, the troubled home owner usually settles 
the whole thing by buying lawn seed on a price basis. And 
he may go to either extreme, paying an extravagant price 
on the theory that the most expensive seed must be the best, 
or buying the cheapest he can find. 

Actually, choosing a grass which will make good turf in a 
particular location with the kind of maintenance available 
is neither difficult nor complicated. There just isn’t much 
choice. Although several thousand native and introduced 
grasses grow in the United States, there are not more than 
six which can be depended upon to make a good permanent 
lawn turf in any one of the broad climatic regions of the 
country. 

The number is particularly small in the cool humid re- 
gion to which this discussion is limited. This region com- 
prises roughly the area from the East Coast west to a few 
hundred miles beyond the Mississippi river and north of the 
Ohio. Actually it extends somewhat farther south than the 
Ohio in those sections where elevations are high enough to 
keep summer temperatures comparable to those of the more 
northern areas. 

The safest bets for permanent lawns in this region are 
bluegrasses, fescues and bent grasses. There are several 
types of each and they behave differently under given con- 
ditions, such as shade, height of mowing, soil moisture and 
fertility. Once these individual peculiarities are recognized, 
it is relatively simple to choose the grass or mixture best 
suited to any particular combination of conditions. 

Let’s take a detailed look at each group. There are two 
bluegrasses in the lawn picture: Kentucky bluegrass and 
rough stalk bluegrass. The latter is often listed as Poa 
trivialis. 

Kentucky bluegrass will grow anywhere in the entire 
cool humid region if the soil is well drained, reasonably fer- 
tile and sweet. It thrives in open sunny locations and does 
not like shade. It is a true sod-forming grass, spreading by 
underground runners, which, like strawberries, produce new 
plants at the joints. It has two serious weaknesses. First, it 
will not stand continuous close cutting. Where a lawn must 
be clipped to less than 1} or 14 inches, common Kentucky 
bluegrass turf will almost invariably thin out and permit 
weeds to come in, Second, it is highly susceptible to leaf- 
spot diseases. In many sections of the bluegrass area these 
diseases cause serious damage to turf. Unfortunately, no 
very practicable control measure has been found to date. 
When bluegrass turf is destroyed by leafspot the only re- 
course is complete renovation and [SEE pace 131]

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ENEMIES Of 
Rh LAWN

Lawn enemies fall into three main categories: (1) insects and diseases. 
(2) weeds, (3) carelessness. None of these enemies is formidable; all 
are easily routed with the right “ammunition.” 

The wise gardener, however, builds a strong “home guard”—a good 
turf—through proper fertilization, mowing and watering. When trouble 
does strike, recognizing the nature of the enemy is half the battle. 


Japanese Beetle Grubs 


If patches of grass grow brown in ever-widening areas, Japanese beetle 
grubs may be at work. When injury is severe, the turf can be lifted 
readily—almost rolled back like a carpet—and grubs may be seen under- 
neath at the outer rim of the brown patches, where the grass is still green. 
These grubs feed on grass roots cutting them 1 to 2 inches below the 
surface. This type of injury is most likely to occur in August and Sep- 
tember and in mid- to late spring. Newly damaged turf wilts quickly on 
hot days. In some cases, a prompt thorough watering will enable the turf 
to reroot and so survive. 

Once the Japanese beetle grubs have been detected, your method of 
attack is to use an insecticide. An application of six pounds of 10 per cent 
DDT or five pounds of 5 per cent chlordane dust per 1,000 square feet 
will check the grubs as soon as water moves the insecticide into the feed- 
ing zone. 


Moles 


Another underground enemy—the mole—is less subtle in his attack. His 
presence is recognized by soft linear mounds of earth which are pushed 
up as he burrows his way underneath the sod. You can “deflate” these tun- 
nels by pressing the sod down with your foot but by the following morning 
they may be “inflated” again or new tunnels will be visible. It is sometimes 
possible to see the mounds of earth undulate as the mole runs through 
them. In fact, one way to do away with Mr. Mole is to spear him by 
plunging a pitchfork into the earth as he runs through the tunnel. 

Many successful methods of routing moles have been reported. Moth 
balls or naphthalene flakes placed in each runway are said to help keep 
them away. Roy E. Shepherd, a well-known rose grower and FLOWER 
GROWER contributor, reports that arsenate of lead spread over the area 
“one pound per 100 square feet, destroys the moles’ food supply [ grubs. 
insects, etc.| so that they move on to greener pastures.” Another FLOWER 
Grower reader places one end of a garden hose in the mole run, the other 
end in the exhaust pipe of his car, then turns on the motor. Mole Nots and 
cyanogas dust are available for mole destruction as are special mole traps 
which spear the enemy as he goes through his underground passageway.

Dependable performers under all con- 
ditions—some have been in my garden 
20 years—are sedums, thermopsis (good 
with delphiniums), coralbells, celandine 
poppies (stylophorum), plume poppies 
(macleaya). baptisia, early-blooming 
monks-hood. boltonia, liatris, Euphorbia 
epithymoides, tall mallows, veronicas, 
columbine and Oriental poppies (set 
6 inches deeper than usual). The “dig- 
up” plants—gladiolus, dahlias, hymeno- 
callis—cause no trouble except the dig- 
ging since they are wintered indoors. 

On the other hand, only once in the 
last seven years have I had_ success 
with buddleias; winter does them in com- 
pletely. Chrysanthemums in the border 
are touch-and-go; even Minnesota vari- 
eties cannot be fully depended upon. 
Hibiscus syriacus, rose of Sharon, has 
never stayed alive through more than 
two or three winters. The species roses, 
Harison’s, Hugo’s and others, do very 
well. And so does the relatively new 
climber New Dawn, because it flowers 
on new 

Among the hardy bulbs are two that 
never fail. In full sun, 50 to 100 bulbs 
of the old tiger lilv. L. tigrinum, pro- 
duce a dazzling show. Nothing except 
an occasional borer fazes them. Lycoris

squamigera. long known as_ Hall’s 
amaryllis. and called naked-ladies by 


my friend the professor, is the only 
amaryllis we can winter in the open 
garden. Each spring the bulbs (I once 
dug a bushel-basketful from one clump) 
put up their strap leaves. Later, after 
the leaves disappear tall. flower stalks 
shoot up almost over night. 

Growing conditions and quirks of 
weather are never the same in any two 
gardens. and there will be gardeners 
along our Axis whose experiences differ 
from mine. Nevertheless, from perform- 
ances in my own garden and in others, 
I feel plants not mentioned 
will stand the howling gales that blow 
down on us from the plains, the zero 
cold without covering snow and the see- 
saw freezing and thawing. 

Let me give due credit to just one more 
perennial. the Memorial-day peony, P. 
officinalis rubroplena. It is an ageless 
fixture in our old cemeteries. There are 
more flamboyant peonies. Some of the 
popular palbiflora varieties, Japanese 
and Chinese types have bigger 
flowers and certainly are more costly. 
But this sturdy red, with its distinctive 
foliage, flowers first. Without fail it 
heralds the opening of the garden’s most 
brilliant season.»

[From pace 87] phosphoric acid, 
which stimulates flower and fruit pro- 
duction as well as good root growth. 

The second significant nitrogen-plant 
relationship is that nitrogen is available 
to plants in two water-soluble forms: 
nitrates (NO,) and ammonia (NH;). 
Many crop plants and white clover, as 
well as most lawn weeds, prefer nitrates, 
but grass plants thrive on ammonia nitro- 
gen. Therefore, by applying fertilizer in 
which at least part of the nitrogen is in 
the form of ammonia, it is possible to 
feed the grass and discourage the weeds. 
3ut such a program also discourages 
clover. So should you want white clover 
in your lawn, you may have to reseed the 
clover occasionally if you use ammonia 
nitrogen over a period of years. 

Phosphorus, the second element in 
plant food formulas, is needed by grass 
in order to make good root growth. 
Phosphates do not leach out of the 
does fertilizer nitrogen. On 
the contrary, at the first point of contact 
with the soil, phosphates are likely to be 
“fixed” as relatively insoluble calcium, 
magnesium or iron phosphates by chem- 
ical reactions with other salts of these 
elements. Therefore. a relatively small 
amount of phosphate applied annually in 
a fertilizer is usually sufficient to pro- 
mote excellent grass growth. 

Potash, the third element in chemical 
fertilizers, is necessary for all plant 
growth processes. It is present in most 
soils, except very sandy ones, in quan- 
tities adequate for growth of grass. 
Therefore, only small amounts of potash, 
if any, need be present in your fertilizer. 

Making use of these facts and prin- 
ciples, all lawns should be fed prefer- 
ably with a high-nitrogen fertilizer at the 
season when grass plants are about to 
make maximum growth. In sections 
where bluegrass, fescues and bent grasses 
predominate, lawns should be fed in late 
summer (before the September equinoc- 
tial storms). These grasses grow best 
when nights are cool and days warm—in 
spring and fall. Late-summer applica- 
tions are generally better than spring 
ones, because summer annual weeds and 
weedy grasses, such as crabgrass, die 
with the first frost. This gives well- 
fed grass all fall and spring to produce 
a turf sufficiently dense to resist rein- 
vasion the next May by the summer weed 
annuals. (Exception: In the North, lush 
autumn growth should not be encouraged 
by fall fertilizing if trouble is to be 
expected from snow mold.) 

You can also fertilize bluegrass, 
fescues and bent grass in late winter 
while the ground is still frozen and the 
lawn can be walked on without injury. 
This application makes food available for 
early growth during the first warm days. 
Fertilizer applied later in spring, how- 


soil as 


ever, merely feeds crabgrass and annual 
weeds, which are all too prone to take 
over when the turf grasses become s«mi- 
dormant during hot summer weatiier, 
Spring feeding of lawns must be avoided 
where crabgrass is a problem. 

However, in southern states, wiiere 
Bermuda grass, zoysia, centipede grass 
and other subtropical grasses com)ose 
the lawn, spring is the time to fertilize. 
These grasses make their maximum 
growth in hot weather and _ theretore 
should be fed just prior to that new up- 
surge of growth. If you overseed in {all 
with ryegrass for a green winter cover 
(as may be done with Bermuda grass 
lawns), fertilizer should again be dis- 
tributed along with the ryegrass seed 

We’ve already established the fact that 
a high-in-nitrogen commercial fertilizer 
(also true, of course, of organics) is hest 
for lawns. But how much should 
use and what about the various grades? 

At least 2 pounds of nitrogen should he 
fed to each 1,000 square feet of lawn each 
year, not more than | pound in one ay)pli- 
cation. This would mean 20 pounds of 
a 10-6-4 mixture, 40 pounds of 5-10-5 or 
50 pounds of a 4-12-4 grade. 

[If you use one of the newer hizh- 
analysis soluble fertilizers, you'll of 
course need to use substantially less. de- 
pending on the nitrogen content. In any 
case, the manufacturer’s directions should 
be followed carefully, and the amount 
applied at any one time should never he 
greater than the directions call for.— 
Epitor | 

[If you use one of the newer high- 
lizers, good ones to use which contain 
a high proportion of nitrogen are acti- 
vated sludge. cottonseed meal or soybean 
meal. All three of these have approxi- 
mate analyses of 6-3-2. Bonemeal is 
not so desirable for established lawns. 
because although raw bonemeal may con- 
tain as much as 5 per cent nitrogen, it 
has approximately 23 per cent phos- 
phoric acid. The advantages of the 
organics are that the risk of burning the 
grass is much less than with inorganic 
forms and the nitrogen is not leached 
away from the soil so rapidly. The dis- 
advantage of organics is that the nitro- 
gen is not available to the plants imme- 
diately upon distribution of fertilizer, as 
is the case when inorganics are used, and 
so the grass cannot be stimulated as 
rapidly to take advantage of seasonal 
growing conditions. 

If an inorganic fertilizer is your choice. 
be sure to observe the precautions given 
in the box on page 87. 

Final words of advice: Never sow seed 
(either on a few bare spots or over an 
entire lawn) without also applying ferti- 
lizer. Remember that fertilizer is as 
important as seed in maintaining estab- 
lished lawns. >

The Merion variety of Kentucky blue- 
giass materially reduces some of the 
worst hazards in keeping a good lawn. 
It is tolerant of leafspot and so stays 
healthier throughout the growing season. 
This greater vigor and its low growing 
habit make it capable of standing much 
closer clipping than common bluegrass. 
It is not exceptional to find it being cut 
as close as 3 inch without noticeable in- 
jury. Commercial production of Merion 
Kentucky bluegrass is just beginning. 
Seed is still scarce and the price is high 
—-about four te six times the cost of com- 
mon grass seed. Because of this, much 
of the available Merion seed is being 
used in high quality lawn mixtures where 
a certain amount of bluegrass is desired. 
When these mixtures contain a minimum 
of 15 to 20% Merion they do a good job 
seeded at normal rates. 

Rough stalk bluegrass has the same 
general soil requirements as Kentucky 
blue. Its particular claim for recognition 
is its tolerance of shade. Conversely, it 
does not like high temperatures and is 
seldom used alone or in mixtures for 
open sunny areas. It makes a good turf 
in the open only in cooler sections of the 
cool humid region. Rough stalk blue- 
grass requires more attention to regular 
fertilization than does Kentucky blue- 
grass. In addition to having essentially 
the same growth requirements, it usually 
must compete for fertilizer and moisture 
with the trees or shrubbery under which 
it is planted, It is a true creeper, spread- 
ing rapidly by above-ground creeping 
stems. For this reason it is not necessary 
to use more than 10 to 15% of it in mix- 
tures. 

Two types of fescue—Chewings and 
Creeping Red—are commonly used for 
lawns. The principal difference between 
these is that the latter spreads by under- 
ground runners while the Chewings does 
not. Both have a wide range of tolerance 
for soil acidity and fertility levels. In ad- 
dition, they do well on dry soils and in 
shade. The common types are highly sus-

ceptible to the same leafspot diseases 
that injure Kentucky bluegrass. Fescues 
grow best in cool weather and will not 
make a satisfactory turf where high tem- 
peratures and high humidities are pre- 
valent. This practically eliminates the 
common types from southern sections of 
the cool humid region. 

The fact that these tolerate 
poor, dry soil conditions is no justifica- 
tion for not doing everything possible to 
give them a good start. It should be em- 
phasized that they grow in svite of poor 
conditions and not because of them. 

Seed of two named creeping fescue 
varieties—Illahee and Trinity—is avail- 
able but costs slightly more than com- 
mon Chewings and Creeping Red. In 
areas where fescue does well these new 
varieties will make a better 
turf than the common types. Results will 
be disappointing where it is hard to grow 
good fescue turf. The newcomers are not 
enough better in resistance to high tem- 
peratures, humidity and disease to jus- 
tify their use under such conditions. 

When properly cared for, bent grasses 
produce fine lawns, but they require such 
exacting attention they are not practical 
for the average home owner. Seed of two 
kinds, creeping and colonial, is available. 
The creeping bent is a very vigorous 
grower and must be cut close frequently 
to keep it under control. Otherwise it 
will form a heavy, hard-to-manage mat. 
Creeping bent is severely attacked by a 
number of grass diseases and must be 
treated regularly during the summer with 
fungicides. It also attracts chinch bugs, 
sod webworms, Japanese beetles and 
common white grubs, all of which may 
cause serious damage unless destroyed 
by insecticides. This grass must be wa- 
tered frequently during dry weather and 
it requires liberal fertilization. Usually, 
creeping bent is more trouble than it is 
worth. 

Colonial bent grass is marketed under 
various names, including Astoria, High- 
land, Oregon colonial, New Zealand

may differ slightly, ail are essentially 
upright, non-creeping types and will pro- 
duce about the same kind of turf. They 
grow quite well during warm summer 
weather when bluegrasses and fescues 


slow down. They germinate quickly 
after seeding and develop fast. Colonial 
bents require fertile soil for good turf, 


but are much more tolerant of wet, 
soggy conditions than bluegrass and 


fescue. When used alone they should 
be cut regularly to a height of 34 inch 
or less. When in mixtures with Kentucky 
bluegrass or fescue, the cutting height 
should be raised to 1144 inches. The 
same diseases and insects that are ac- 
tive on creeping bent will attack the 
colonial types. It may be necessary to 
make occasional control treatments for 
these’ pests where turf is predominantly 
colonial bent. 


Two other grasses are common ingre- 
dients of lawn seed mixtures. These 
are the short-lived and fast growing rye- 
grass and red top. They cannot be 
expected to persist under close mowing 
for more than a year or two, but are 
included in seed mixtures on the theory 
that they will give quicker protection 
against washing and weeds than the 
slower growing permanent grasses. If 
they are used too liberally, this may 
become a hazard rather than an ad- 
vantage, for they can do an excellent job 
of crowding out the good grasses. Be- 
cause of this danger, lawn seed mix- 
tures should not contain more than 20% 
ryegrass or 10% red top. In fact, there 
is little justification for using either if 
mixtures contain bent grass, as the bent 
will do a good quick protective job over 
the lawn area. 

If essential differences in grass char- 
acteristics and care are kept in mind, 
it should be relatively easy to decide 
which will do the best job on your lawn. 
Once the right grass or mixture for any 
particular set of conditions is determined, 
the actual growing of the turf becomes 
an almost routine operation.»

[From PAGE 93] lawn establishment 
cots. This will be good news to the city 
dveller who wants a lawn that requires 
a minimum of care. Centipede grass 
cainot be recommended for farm lawns, 
however, because it will eventually get 
jnio pastures and make them worthless. 

Limited quantities of Zoysia japonica 
seed will be available in 1953. You can 
save money using it but don’t expect it 
to be as fine as your neighbor’s Zoysia 
matrella lawn. Japonica is much coarser 
grass and is less frost tolerant. If you 
want Z. matrella, the queen of southern 
lawn grasses, you'll have to sprig it. 
Sprigging the slow-spreading Zoysia 
matrella 6 inches apart is expensive, but 
represents a good investment if you want 
the best. 

There will be others; some good, some 
bad. Every spring new “dream grasses” 
reported to do all of the things home- 
owners have ever asked of lawn grasses 
make the headlines. But unless you wish 
to make an experiment station of your 
lawn and are willing to risk failure, 
you will do well to use those grasses 
that have stood the test of time. 

Remember the best grass in the world 
will fail without proper care. Most south- 
ern soils require five to ten pounds of a 
good complete fertilizer such as 4-8-8 per 
1,000 square feet early every spring. One 
or more applications of a nitrogen ferti-

lizer such as nitrate of soda (two to four 
pounds per 1,000 square feet), 
ganite, or cottonseed meal (five to ten 
pounds per 1,000 square feet) made dur- 
ing the summer will improve the color, 
thicken the stand, and help crowd out 
weeds.

Mowing Your Lawn 


[From PAGE 89] chines need sharpening 
once a year, usually during the winter. 
The approximate cost to sharpen a 21- 
inch machine is $10.00. for a 24-inch 
mower, about $12.00, and for the 30-inch, 
about $13.00 or $14.00. Some owners 
have their machines checked over each 
year by the dealer. This is excellent 
practice for people not mechanically in- 
clined. 

The importance of taking good care of 
your mower cannot be overemphasized, 
Neglect will sooner or later lead to 
trouble. The first thing a power mower 
owner should do is thoroughly study the 
instructions that come with the machine. 
Should the Owner’s Manual become lost, 
ask your dealer for another or write the 
manufacturer. A most important way to 
give a mower good care is to be sure it 
cuts only grass. Keep cinders, stones, 
sand, bones, twigs, broken glass, wire, 
chips, tin cans, toys off the lawn. And, 
of course, don’t run the mower up against 


obstructions. In brief, for the good of 
your mower, keep a cleah lawn. 

To operate properly, all engines must 
have clean air, and your power mower en- 
gine is no exception. Examine the air 
cleaner regularly and service it as recom- 
mended by the manufacturer. And don’t 
guess at it; do it right! This small en- 
gine is air-cooled, so check it carefully 
each time it is used and remove all grass 
and other material that may prevent 
proper cooling. In fact, clean the whole 
machine each time it is put away. Check 
nuts and bolts frequently to see that they 
are tight. It is a good thing to fill the 
gas tank with clean gasoline after each 
using to prevent condensation in the fuel 
tank. Lubricate according to directions. 
and the mower is all set for the next job. 

Each operator will develop his own 
techniques for mowing his particular 
lawn, but a few general points are worthy 
of consideration. Give the grass a chance 
by not cutting it too short, especially in 
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hot dry weather. One may have special 
reasons for wanting a close-cropped lawn, 
but if the grass is left approximately 114 
inches long, it will provide some shade 
for the soil below and thus give the roots 
a better chance. Such a lawn also will 
withstand the beating of many small feet 
better than a short-cut lawn. Lowering 
the roller increases the height at which 
the grass is cut. 

The lawn will look better if it is cut 
olten. Moreover, when the pieces of cut 
grass are short, they fall down among the 
blades of grass adding a little protection 
and organic matter; those that remain on 
top are less conspicuous than longer 
pieces would be. While it may be easier 
to follow the same pattern of mowing— 
around the parcel or back and forth—it 
is helpful to alternate the direction of 
travel, even going on the diagonal occa- 
sionally. If you want to do an especially 
high-class job, mow the lawn twice, the 
second time at right angles to the first. 
The diagrams on page 89 show the two 
different route-of-the-mower patterns for 
gas and electric machines. 

It may take some little practice to be- 
come skilled with a power mower. By all 
means, let the machine do the work and 
don’t fight it. Keep the handles up so the 
weight will be on the wheels for better 
traction. On turns, bear down on the 
handles, rotating the machine on the 
roller with a gliding motion and letting 
the wheels down gradually at the same 
time with a little forward push. This 
should prevent any digging or marking of 
the lawn even if young and tender. Take 
care in setting the throttle so as not to go 
too fast, and don’t try to take an overly 
wide cut. 

When purchasing a power mower, 
choose a popular brand with a well- 
known make of engine. Buy from:an ex- 
perienced dealer who has been in busi- 
ness a long time and will continue to be 
for some time to come. This kind of 
dealer is equipped to give good service, 
and surely some service will be needed in 
time. Before purchasing, it may be well 
to check on the cost of sharpening and 
other service. Much can be learned by 
studying the literature on various makes 
and inquiring of neighbor owners. You 
may wish to check on the attachments 
that can be added, such as snow plow or 
leaf mill. Of course if you already have 
a garden tractor, it is.easy to get a mower 
attachment for most makes. At any rate, 
don’t push that old hand mower too 
long!

Chinech Bugs 


Chinch bugs may injure lawn turf 
severely in summer and they are usually 
more troublesome in dry weather. The 
first sign of their presence is dying of 
turf grasses in localized areas. Injury 
tends to be more severe in warm loca- 
tions near barriers—such as pavements 
and buildings. The use of three to five 
pounds of 10 per cent DDT or five pounds 
of 5 per cent chlordane dust per 1,000 
square feet will control the chinch bug. 
It is most important that treatment be 
made whenever the tiny young insects 
are abundant. The adult chinch bug has 
a characteristic white marking on the 
wings. [See drawing page 95.] 


Weeds 


Weeds are the greatest of all lawn 
plagues. Why are some lawns more per- 
sistently troubled than others? Often the 
weedy lawn does not have a vigorous 
turf cover to help combat the weeds. A 
weak sparse turf leaves the entire job 
of combating weeds up to you through 
handweeding or the use of chemicals. 

The wise gardener enlists the lawn 
itself to aid in the struggle. Many of the 
persistent weed problems will disappear 
when the grass becomes vigorous enough 
to crowd out the weeds. The most com- 
mon causes of thin weak turf on typical 
bluegrass-fescue' lawns are inadequate 
fertilization and close mowing. Applica- 
tions of 20 pounds of 5-10-5, or similar 
fertilizer, per 1,000 square feet are 
recommended for early spring and Sep- 
tember: Proper use of fertilizer and high 
mowing will make the typical Kentucky 
bluegrass lawn a vigorous competitor of 
weeds. A minimum cutting height of 145 
inches is recommended, and a height of 
2 inches is better. 


Crabgrass 


Crabgrass is the most detested of lawn 
weeds. It is encouraged by close mow- 
ing, inadequate fertilization, light flash- 
waterings, overwatering, late spring or 
early summer fertilization, removal of 
grass clippings, and any other practice 
that weakens the permanent grasses. 

Whenever crabgrass becomes a _ pest, 
consideration should be given to chang- 
ing faulty maintenance procedures. Usu- 
ally, generous fertilization in spring 
and fall, in conjunction with high mow- 
ing, will eliminate a crabgrass threat in 
two to three years. 

Chemicals are useful in eliminating 
crabgrass. Phenyl mercury acetate and 
potassium cyanate preparations are most 
commonly used. Follow the directions 
and make trial applications to a small 
section of the lawn to become acquainted

with the type of results you'll get. Chem. 
icals can be very helpful or very <isas. 
trous. They should never be used with. 
out careful consideration of the instruc. 
tions as turf can be damaged severely 
by excessive rates of application. 

Broad-leaved weeds such as buckthorn, 
dandelion, plantain and sorrel, are read. 
ily eliminated by 2.4-D preparations, 
The chemical 2,4-D can be purchased in 
most garden supply stores. Use care to 
keep this chemical away from valuable 
garden and ornamental plants for they 
may be severely injured by it. 


Heavy Traffic 


Traffic should be at a minimum when 
the soil is moist because severe soil com- 
paction occurs at that time. Traffic also 
should be distributed over the lawn area 
as uniformly as possible. Avoid walking 
over the same route so paths will not be 
worn over the lawn surface. 

When turf has been injured by tram- 
pling and soil compaction, it may be de- 
sirable to temporarily close the area to 
traffic. Usually these sections of the lawn 
are small and it may be possible to use a 
handfork in the spring to loosen the soil 
without destroying the grass. On larger 
areas an aerifier will be useful. 

Do not use the lawn for disposal of 
water containing strong alkalis. Burned 
areas are sure to result. 


Shade 


Turf grasses require sunlight for 
growth. Wherever shade is intense, turf 
grasses may grow poorly. The red fescues 
and rough-stalked bluegrass, Poa trivialis, 
are quite tolerant of shade. 

Often it is difficult to grow good turf 
in shade although the red fescues and 
Poa trivialis are used. When this is the 
case. examine the situation for ways of 
improvement. High mowing strengthens 
grass grown in shade and is very effec- 
tive for improvement of shady turf areas. 
Trees can be pruned higher to permit 
more sunlight on the lawn. Often this can 
be done without detracting from the 
beauty of the landscape. Frequent light 
fertilization of shaded areas also may 
improve growth without creating a crab- 
grass problem. 


Summer Failures 


Lawn grasses may fail quite suddenly 
in hot weather. There is no single reason 
for such occurrences. Disease, 
heat, drought, and an excess of water 
may be singly responsible or may com- 
bine to cause failure. Careful examina- 
tion of the turf at the time ‘the injury 
occurs may reveal the responsible factor 
or factors, but it usually will be very 
difficult to determine reasons for failure 
several weeks later.

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When the first signs of summer injury 
are apparent, examine the turf closely. | 
Disease injury usually shows as circular | 
type brown spots that vary in size from a 
silver dollar to several feet across. These 
may appear very suddenly on any portion 
of the lawn. Control measures are dis- 
cussed below under “Bentgrass.” 

Lawn grasses may suffer severe injury 
in dry hot weather. Yet it is likely that 
considerable disease and insect injury is 
blamed to heat or drought. 
mature lawn should survive 25 to 50 days 
of dry weather without injury. The more 
drought-resistant lawns are those where 
the grass has been cut high and the soil 
has been properly limed over a period of 
years. Lawns seeded in the spring are 
likely to suffer severely during the first 
summer. Fall-seeded lawns are usually 
more tolerant of heat and drought. 


The first signs of drought damage oc- 
cur on warm exposures or near trees. 
Many lawns turn brown in dry hot 
weather and will recover almost com- 
pletely with the first cool moist weather. 
If the lawn appears to be suffering from 
a lack of moisture, examine the soil. If 
it is dry to a depth of 4 or 5 inches, ap- 
ply water slowly to these areas until the 
moisture reaches a depth of 5 or 6 inches. 
Remember that all sections of the lawn 
may not need water at the same time. 
Avoid overwatering, as excess moisture 
may ruin a lawn as quickly as drought. 


Bentgrass 


The fine quality of bentgrass makes it 
the aristocrat of turf grasses. Unfortu- 
nately, a bentgrass turf may have ex- 
cellent appearance and then suddenly 
develop a large amount of brown or dead 
spots from disease attacks, which may 
occur frequently or very rarely. These 
outbreaks can be controlled quite ef- 
fectively by carefully timed treatments 
with mercury fungicides. Since treatment 
prior to disease attack is required for 
good results. fungicide applications 
should be made regularly every 7 to 14 
days when the disease is likely to occur. 
The correct use of fungicides involves 
considerable effort, and many people 
choose to take a chance on escaping dis- 
ease. Whether fungicides are used or not, 
the bentgrass lawn should be kept 
healthy—a basic step in controlling dis- 
ease. Moderate use of fertilizer and mini- 
mum use of water reduces the amount of 
disease trouble. 

Control of thatch on bentgrass lawns 
is important in keeping the turf healthy. 
Thatch is an accumulation of stems, 


leaves, and roots at the surface of the | 


soil that develops over a period of years. 
It hinders movement of water into the 
soil and is associated with serious dis- 
ease outbreaks. Any cultivation treat- 
ment that mixes thatch with soil, or a 
vigorous raking, is useful in reducing the 
amount of accumulation.»

Tuberous 


[From pace 73] and is, quite honestly, 
a feat to be undertaken only by experi- 
enced green-thumbers. Learn how to 
grow them the easy way first—then grad- 
uate to planting from seed after you have 
gained some experience. 

In the greenhouse seed is sown in 
January so that there will be a long 
season of growth. Such seedlings nor- 
mally bloom by July and yield fine tubers 
by late October or November. 

Specimen plants, either with buds or 
flowers, are sold by specialists from June 
to Labor Day. The advantage of select- 
ing a plant in bloom is that you know 
exactly what color you’re getting. 


Garden Culture 


In planting tuberous begonias, site is 
important. As already mentioned, partial 
shade is best, especially when the light is 
filtered by overhead tree branches. The 
north or east side of a house is fine too. 
Avoid spots where the hot afternoon sun 
may hit the plants. In total shade, how- 
ever, begonias get lanky and produce 
few or no flowers at all. contrary to the 
belief of many folks. 

There’s also a false belief that begonias 
will succeed only in cool gardens blessed 
with ocean fog. It’s true that they grow 
best in such spots, but reports from all 
over America indicate that begonias 
grow in a wide variety of climates—Salt 
Lake City, Chicago, Wenatchee, Atlanta, 
Boise. 

Soil is next in importance to site for 
the successful culture of tuberous be- 
gonias. Don’t’ grow them in ordinary 
garden soil and expect them to thrive. 
The ideal mixture is 3 parts coarse leaf- 
mold, 1 part peatmoss, 1 part rotted cow 
manure and | part coarse sand. The leaf- 
mold and peatmoss add the acid content 
to the soil, which puts the pep in tuber- 
ous begonias. Tests have conclusively 
proved that tuberous begonias thrive only 
in acid soil. 

Prepare the ground three months in 
advance so that the soil will be in proper 
condition at planting time. Tuberous 
begonias are surface feeders. Their fine 
feeder roots spread out horizontally in- 
stead of penetrating deeply. Therefore, 
the beds of light, rich, porous soil need 
go no deeper than 8 to 10 inches. Nat- 
urally tuberous begonias need good drain- 
age, for without it the soil will turn sour. 
Spade up the soil deeply each year, add- 
ing leafmold and rotted manure. 

Although tuberous begonias require 
much water, an excess is harmful. They 
must be kept damp, not soggy, at all 
times. Number of waterings needed 
varies from one a day in cool, shady 
places to two or more daily in sunnier, 
drier locations. It is best to irrigate the 
ground. Yet sprinkling seems to work 
satisfactorily if the sun does not strike

the plant directly and if the atmosphere 
is warm enough to evaporate the water 
in a few hours. 

In hot interior valleys, overhead water. 
ings are often made two or three times 
a day to supply artificial humidity. [he 
high humidity appreciated by begouias 
can also be furnished by means of 
permanent pipe lines installed in the 
beds, with mist sprayers attached. Tliese 
sprayers are the same type as those used 
in vegetable bins and supermarkets. 
They cost about a dollar apiece and «an 
be operated for less than 2 cents a day 

Rain water is ideal for begonias, as 
city water is often treated with chlorine, 
which is somewhat harmful to plants, 
Alkaline or hard water should never be 
used for begonias, ' It may be neutralized 
or given a slight acid reaction by adding 
1 or 2 tablespoons of a supersaturated 
solution of commercial alum per gallon. 

While the manure and leafmold in the 
original soil mixture supply much food, 
the big commercial growers advise 
monthly feedings—but light ones—of a 
10-5-5 liquid fish fertilizer. This organic 
food, which cannot possibly burn plants, 
stimulates production of better blooms. 

Don’t prune tuberous begonias. Their 
stems are thick and juicy, and an open 
wound may be immediately attacked by 
minute fungi, particularly when air cir- 
culation’s bad and the plants 
crowded. If a branch is broken off by 
accident, play safe and dust the open 
wound with charcoal. Also, when cutting 
the flowers, take only half the stem. The 
half that’s left will mature and then fall 
off, leaving no wound. 

Tuberous begonias make excellent cut 
flowers. When floated in shallow con- 
tainers, they last five to six days. Syring- 
ing their faces daily with a few drops 
of water improves their appearance. The 
double-flowered kinds ,last the longest. 

The big show specimens are best grown 
in a greenhouse, where conditions can be 
controlled. They need thorough venti- 
lation night and day, for high temper- 
atures produce rapid, weak growth and 
smaller, inferior flowers. A 65° to 80 
temperature is about right. In warm in- 
land sections where summers are too hot, 
greenhouse culture is out of the question. 
It’s almost impossible to keep the plants 
cool enough. However, a lath house 
with an inner muslin roof about 8 or 10 
inches below the lath roof is satisfactory 
in such areas,

Pot Culture 


For pot culture any rich, light soil 
is suitable. A mixture of 2 parts coarse 
leafmold and 1 part loam brings good 
results. It is important that the mixture 
be of a light, coarse character so that it 
will drain well. Finely-sifted soil packs 
down, preventing the circulation of air. 
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To nsure perfect drainage, place at least | 
| inch of gravel on the bottom of the pot. 
Us small pots in the beginning and move 
plants later into large pots before they 
hecome pot-bound. If tubers have been 
well started in peat with a considerable 
roo! system, they may be planted im- 
mediately in large pots. One-year-old 
tubers will take 6- to 8-inch pots; older 
tubers. larger pots. Keep only the sur- 
face moist while plant is young. When 
erowth is well-developed, heavier water- 
ing is justified. Be particularly careful 
not to overwater in the beginning, as 


the plants, especially hanging-basket 
types, may die out entirely. If very

strong growth is desired. once plants are 
established in final pots and have de- 
veloped at least four leaves. feed them 
once a week with liquid fish fertilizer. 

Most hanging types of tuberous be- 
gonias are rampant growers and require 
disbudding to produce evenly balanced 
specimens. If only one to three stems 
are on the tubers. they should be pinched 
off when the first bud appears to induce 
the formation of side shoots. Disbudding 
should continue until growth is quite 
advanced. 


Problems 





Up to the 1951 season, there were no 
special pests or diseases of tuberous 
begonias. At that time a new mildew, 
affecting the foliage, appeared in Pacific 
Coast gardens. Spraying with 26 per 
polysulphide (available 
under trade names) will stop this trouble. 
In some sections, small, slimy black slugs 
eat the flowers. Fight them with a 10 
per cent metaldehyde slug dust, which 
gets snails and cutworms as well. Rou- 
tine spraying or dusting with lindane not 
only kills common pests such as aphis 
and white flies but prevents brachy- 
thinus weevil damage to foliage and 
tubers. 


The most common failure with all 
tuberous begonias is the falling off of 
buds before they can develop. This is 
caused by severe drying out or over- 
watering of garden or pot plants or by 
the latter’s being grown in too small pots 
with insufficient food. In hot weather 
the flowers develop too rapidly, and the 
plants, by drawing much more water 
than usual from the soil, tend to throw 
off the buds. Too heavy shade produces 
abundant growth, with few or no flowers. 
Curled and shiny foliage is a sign of 
too strong sun. The most damage is 
done by overfeeding, the first signs of 
Which are a softy, glassy texture of the 
foliage, leaves curling under gradually, 
wilting and dying off.»

[From pace 78] deeper rooted trees, 
shrubs and perennials, and you'll do well 
to give them a drink as soon as the upper 
two or three inches of the soil begins to 
dry out. If your plants are mulched, 
however, you'll find the soil surface re- 
mains moist much longer than if it isn’t. 

In reasonably good soil, azaleas do not 
need feeding, but in soils that are known 
to be deficient in plant nutrients they 
should be fed in moderation once or twice 
a year. A commercial fertilizer prepared 
specially for azaleas, rhododendrons, ca- 
mellias and other acid-loving plants, or 
an acid organic material like cottonseed 
meal, is recommended for this purpose. 
Don’t use alkaline materials like bone- 
meal and never, of course, use lime. 

Azalea petal blight seems to be the 
most serious of the few diseases that 
trouble azaleas, but this can be readily 
controlled with the newer fungicides. 
Lacebug is apparently the only insect 
pest that sometimes becomes a menace, 
hut it can be quickly eradicated by a few 
sprayings with nicotine sulphate, DDT 
or any of the other new pesticides. 

As regards varieties of evergreen aza- 
leas to start with, I’d say they’re all beau- 
tiful and no matter which you choose 
you'll be satisfied if not altogether 
thrilled. My own preferences, however, 
are the following: 

OrANGE Beauty—orange pink with 
large flower trusses. 

SALMON Prince—large salmon pink 
hose-in-hose flowers, i.e., with one corolla 
inside the other; foliage light green. 


BripEsMAIp—salmon flowers in large 
trusses; foliage small, glossy. 
AMOENA—rosy purple _hose-in-hose 


flowers in dense masses; very hardy; 
early flowering. 

Mr. LaurEL—white, shaded pink; dark 
green foliage. 


FLame—bright copper red; good fo- 
liage. 

Cora Betits—shell pink, small foli- 
age, very dainty. 

DaysrREAK—rose pink flowers in large 
clusters. 

If you’d like to start off with a fair se- 
lection of varieties but don’t want to 
spend too much money, here’s a tip: buy 
small plants. Even 6-inch-high plants of 
many varieties will flower the first year 
after planting and, if conditions are right, 
they'll soon make bushy little plants that 
will dazzle you with their brilliance. 

Most of these evergreen azaleas are 
small plants and never become more than 
about 3 feet high, though some do eventu- 
ally get to be 5 or 6 feet high with equal 
spread. Any of them can be potted up 
while still small and brought indoors in 
late fall for forcing during winter. As 
potted plants they’re sure to thrill you 
and will make wonderful gifts.»

dual role. Strangely enough, the flowers 
shatter somewhat when used in fresh 
bouquets and yet, when dried, they cling 
to the stem very well. Larkspur dries 
wonderfully well and is available in 
bovh branching and upright varieties. 
Colors are rose, pink, white, sky blue, 
lavender and deep blue. 

Larkspur seeds may be sown on bare 
ground in late fall or early spring. If 
sown in the spring, germination will be 
hastened if seeds are placed in the 
ice box for a few days before planting 

Delphinium, in its many variations, is 
an outstanding flower fresh or dried. A 
wide range of colors, from white through 
pale lavender to purple and blue, is 
available in the magnificent Pacific Hy- 
brid strain. More adaptable to the aver- 
age garden are Belladonna Improved 
(light blue) and Bellamosum Improved 
(deep blue). These varieties do not 
grow as tall as the Pacific Hybrids and 
usually furnish more spikes for cutting. 


Few flowers are easier to grow or 
make more spectacular display than 


cockscomb (celosia). The ostrich-plume 
sorts, of which Pride of Castle Gould is 
best, produce ostrich-like plumes in tints 
of yellow, orange and red. Plants are 
compact and grow 2 to 3 feet tall. The 
spikes combine beautifully in arrange- 
ments with zinnias and marigolds which 
bloom at the same time. 

Everyone who sees the lovely Gilbert 
Hybrid cockscomb wants to grow them. 
Their crinkled velvet heads come in 
exquisite two-toned combinations and 
are crested or globular in shape. Plants 
grow to 3 feet tall. It is hard to choose 
between Maple Gold, Rose Beauty, Harle- 
quin and the new Royal Velvet. So, if 
you don’t have space to grow them all, 
try mixed colors. Since celosias are 
tender, seeds should not be planted out- 
doors until danger of frost is past. Both 
types of celosia dry perfectly. 

If you’re looking for a different edging 
plant for your garden, try helipterum 
or xeranthemum. Both form neat com- 
pact plants with gray-green foliage and 


grow no higher than 12 inches. They 
bloom prolifically—helipterum bearing 
dainty daisy-like flowers in pink, rose 


or white while the flowers of xeranthe- 
mum are deep lavender, pink or white 
and fully double. Both types are charm- 
ing in small bouquets, fresh or dried. 
Seeds can be sown outdoors in May. 


One of my favorite flowers on all 
counts—in the garden, for fresh bou- 


quets and for drying—is Salvia farinacea 
Blue Bedder, sometimes called mealycup 


sage. For really effective use in the gar- 
den, it continues until November. In 


milder climates it is a tender perennial, 
but here in Connecticut it must be treated 
as an annual. If wanted principally for 
drying it can be sown outdoors in May. 


Although Blue Bedder’s 


wedgewood- 


blue spikes are lovely for summer }ou- 
quets, I always wait until quite late jn 
the fall to cut sprays for drying. By 
that time the tone of the blue flowers js 
much more intense and thus contribites 
more color to a dried bouquet. Plints 
grow 3 to 4 feet tall and branch well 

Improved strains of strawflowers (heli- 
chrysum) will produce large double 
flowers 2 to 3 inches across. These come 
in deep yellow, pale yellow, orange, 
salmon, red, pink and white. Bushy 
plants grow 3 feet tall and flowers are 
borne profusely. Seeds sown in May 
should produce flowers for several 
months. They are real “toughies” too as 
they go on flowering after frost has 
killed all the tender annuals. 

Spirea (astilbe) is a dependable peren- 
nial which will do well in part shade 
and its attractive foliage remains in 
good condition long after its flowers have 


passed. In June. the plant produces 
many feathery sprays in white, rose, 
peach, pink or red. Plants increase in 


size rapidly and should be divided in the 
fall every second or third year. 
Another member of the spirea family, 
venusta (Filipendula rubra venusta) also 
known as Martha Washington Plume, 
is a great addition to any garden. 
Because I like 
dried bouquets, I grow 
Ireland (Molucella laevis) and am- 
brosia, an herb. These are charming in 
fresh bouquets and dry perfectly. 
Ambrosia produces feathery spikes of 
green on plants 4 feet tall. Bushy plants 
in the fall will result from May 
seeds.

Sliver King is a splendid 
plant for the foreground of a perennial 
border. Its silvery-green spikes are 
charming in garden and bouquet alike. 
So are the scented spikes of the deli- 
cate white flowers which appear on 
Artemisia lactiflora. This grows much 
taller than Silver King And needs divid- 
ing frequently. 

Almost all flowers for drying should 
be cut at the peak of their bloom (ex- 
cept strawflowers which are cut when 
partly opened). See “Color in Dried 
Arrangements” in the August 1951 
FLower Grower. The flowers should be 
tied in bunches of 8 to 12 of the same 
color or colors like yellow and orange, 
which are used together in arrangements. 
If dried in light, colors will fade; in 
a damp place. flowers will mildew. The 
two factors for success are darkness and 
dryness. 

Get the most out of your garden space 
this year by growing some of these 
double-duty flowers. In this way you'll 
have summer’s bounty all year round

Rhododendrons take up quantities of 
water when putting on new growth, but 
overwatering is disastrous, particularly 
if drainage is poor. Most native rhodo- 
dendrons grow where humidity is rela- 
tively high and they appreciate overhead 
sprinkling during evenings or mornings 
when weather is hot. 

In the list which follows rhododen- 
drons have been separated by size and 


color so the discerning gardener can 
choose varieties which best match his 


requirements. 
Small and Compact 


The smallest of these rhododendrons 
are excellent for rock gardens where they 
thrive on slopes facing east or north or 
in the lee of large rock out-croppings. 
Low informal hedges of Bowbells or 
Cilpinense make attractive garden bound- 
aries. The spreading May Day and 
Fabia are particularly attractive in foun- 
dation plantings. All are appropriate in 
the foreground of shrub borders. 


PINK VARIETIES—Bowsetts is a 
compact shrub with rounded leaves and 
gracefully pendent bell-shaped flowers of 
rich pink in May. It grows 4 feet high. 
Jock. a low. spreading variety. becomes 
3 feet tall and more than 4 feet wide. 
The cup-shaped, deep  carmine-pink 
flowers open in late April. Racim is a 
neat shrub sometimes 3 feet high with 
clusters of appleblossom pink flowers 
along the stems in early April. The plant 
has survived zero temperatures. RHopo- 
DENDRON PEMAKOENSE, a unique species 
from eastern Tibet. spreads by under- 
ground stems. The 1-foot high plants 
literaliy cover themselves in late March 
with 2-inch flowers of pinkish mauve. 


RED VARIETIES—Artuur Osporn is 
an excellent dwarf dark red, late-flower- 
ing shrub with seven to eight flowers in 
each truss. In Salem last year it began 
blossoming on June 1 and was still in 
bloom June 27. CARMEN may be unsur-

[From pace 79] All three species 
thrive around New York City, but farther 
north R. alabamense must be omitted, 
and beyond Boston only R. roseum is 
likely to flourish. An alternate for R. 
roseum is R. nudiflorum, similar in ap- 
pearance but not as desirable either in its 
fragrance or in the modeling of its blos- 
soms. Gardeners are often puzzled as 
to which of these azaleas they own, and 
reference books are none too helpful. 
However, the dormant floral buds are 
easily distinguished—those of R. roseum 
are hairy while those of R. nudiflorum 
are smooth. Both species are hardy to 
25° below zero. 

Also about mid-May an odd little 
dwarf azalea with small but numerous 
blossoms comes along to enliven the 
garden scene. It is R. canadense, the 
hardiest of all the native species. Atop 
15-inch stems flowers appear in pinkish 
lavender, sometimes labeled magenta and 
therefore disliked. A white form can be 
found at a few nurseries for gardeners 
who object to the usual flower color but 
appreciate the distinctive blue-green 
foliage. A cupful of sulfur scattered 
over a square yard of the same soil that 
pleases other azaleas will insure the con- 
tentment of R: canadense. 

R. calendulaceum and R. speciosum 
are the next stellar performers in the aza- 
lea garden. The former, called Flame 
azalea, is perhaps the best known of the 
native species. It is radiantly effective 
when the 2-inch blossoms open in shades 


of orange, yellow. red, pink and every 
conceivable blending of these colors. 


Selected forms of this species are, in my 
estimation, superior to the high-priced 
and often unsatisfactory. grafted Ghent 
hybrid azaleas. R. calendulaceum, which 
is hardy to 25° below zero, reaches 10 
feet or more in height; its close relative, 
R. speciosum, is more modest in stature 


(about 5 feet) and in blossom, though 
scarcely less beautiful because of its 
delicate appearance. With a_ skillful 


selection of colors, R. calendulaceum and 
R. speciosum are good companions as far 
north as New York City. In colder 
climates the latter is of doubtful hardi- 
ness, 

Following the extraordinary perform- 
ance of the Flame azalea in late May 
comes that of two azalea species—R. 
occidentale and R. oblongifolium. Al- 
though all specialists would like to grow 
these, few have succeeded with them in 
the East. R. occidentale, the lovely white 
to light pink scented azalea native to the 
West Coast, seems to be winter hardy at 
least as far north as Washington, D. C., 
but it does not take to our hot summers. 
Among the finest of the native species, it 
is well worth a trial in the Washington- 
Baltimore area and southward. 


The other difficult azalea, R. oblongi-

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foium, with sweetly fragrant white flow- 
er. is from Arkansas and Texas. I grow 
this rare species in pots because it could 
scarcely be expected to survive 25° below 
zo in northwestern Pennsylvania 
winters. Unprotected, it has failed in 
the few trials along the East Coast. How- 
ever plants of R. oblongifolium are thriv- 
ing at Richmond, Va., in the collection 
of native azaleas at the Biltmore Estate 
near Asheville, N. C. 

Next, in late June, comes R. cumber- 
landense, a species of ironclad hardiness 
in the brightest raiment of all the azalea 
clan. It is a sentinel of fire lighting up 
the landscape like a torch of glowing 
red embers. The remarkable incan- 
descent scarlet blossoms together with 
the dense, compact branching and good 
foliage held to the end of the season, 
make this, in my opinion, the finest of the 
native species. 

Marking the end of June and the be- 
ginning of July are three species which 
stage an unrivaled show at a season 
when most woody plants have finished 
their annual display. The medley of 
harmonics and contrasts is like a renewal 
of springtime when a group of white R. 
arborescens, pink R. furbishi and yellow 
to orange red R. bakeri is in bloom. The 
R. arborescens goes in the background, 
R. bakeri in front of it and R. furbishi, 
which reaches an ultimate height of 
about 6 feet, is best placed in the fore- 
ground. The first of the trio has the com- 
pelling fragrance of heliotrope, and the 
last makes an exceptionally fine cut 
flower reminiscent of orchids. All three 
are hardy to 25° below zero. 

Just a little later the white, clover- 
scented blossoms of R. viscosum open. 
Of ironclad hardiness, this species is not 
so spectacular as its earlier cousins, but 
it is easily pleased and a welcome. addi- 
tion to the limited number of shrubs in 
flower at that time. 


In August R. serrulatum and R. pruni- 
folium bring to an end the four-month 
azalea parade. The former is a larger- 
blooming edition of R. viscosum, though 
hardy only to New York City. The latter 
is certainly the most valuable and neg- 
lected shrub available to gardeners in 
this country. Just as the leaves begin to 
look tired and the lawn has lost its 
springtime luster, this azalea bursts forth 
with a gaiety and sparkle that lights up 
the garden and lifts the spirits. It is 
jeweled with flowers of a vibrant red— 
more rarely yellow or orange. Hardy to 
New York City, but needing more mois- 
ture than its relatives, it is known only 
to four or five specialists here in the East. 
Surely it will be discovered some day by 
alert gardeners. 

Some species of native azaleas are 
found only in limited areas of Georgia, 
North Carolina and Alabama, but where 
a choice exists gardeners should try to 
obtain plants native to their locale. 


Plants purchased from a collector who | 
gathers them from the wild should be | 


cut back after planting within 4 inches 
of the ground. Nursery grown plants are 
the better choice, if available. 

An open situation with some shade 
during the hottest part of the day is an 
ideal site. Few gardeners can offer per- 
fect conditions but fortunately the native 
azaleas are adaptable. However, they 
will not thrive in dense shade. 

Only a few gardeners have had the 
courage to grow the native azaleas in the 
naturally alkaline soils of the Midwest. 
If the new agricultural frits (containing 
magnesium, iron and other trace ele- 
ments) are incorporated into the ground, 
acidity may lose its importance for aza- 
leas and rhododendrons so that they may 
be grown almost anywhere in the coun- 
try. It is a promising prospect which 
may be confirmed by gardeners who are 
willing to experiment. »

[From Pace 81] increasing the fertility 
of general gardens. Our native plants 
seldom respond well to such stimula- 
tion. Remember, they have done very 
well for centuries without man’s help 
and are likely to be thrown completely 
off balance by an unnaturally rich diet. 

The acidity of soil should always be 
considered, although it may well be that 
too much emphasis has been laid on this 
point in the past. It seems well estab- 
lished that all ericaceous natives, such 
as rhododendrons, azaleas, kalmias and 
heaths, do best in and probably require 
a strongly acid soil with a pH as low as 
4.5 and not higher than 5.5. A similar 
situation applies to a number of other 
wild plants, including the pyrolas, pink 
ladyslipper (Cypripedium _acaule), 
bunchberry (Cornus canadensis), vari- 
ous clubmosses and chimaphila or pip- 
sissewa. As a rule, all plants that grow 
under deciduous hardwoods (oak, hick- 
ory, birch) and mixed deciduous and 
evergreen trees tolerate, if not demand 
a definitely acid soil. 

Desirable plants which require strongly 
alkaline conditions are few; the list is 
pretty much limited to those found grow- 
ing on limestone, either crumbled or in 
solid rock form. Most of the plants you 
are likely to want will be satisfied if the 
pH of the soil is around the neutral 
point, from 6.5 to 7.5. 

Drainage is fully as important for 
native plants as it is for those used in 
more sophisticated types of gardening 
and for the same reasons. The great 
majority of plants need air as well as 
moisture underground in order to carry 
on their normal growth processes. They 
are checked, if not gradually killed, by 
persistently dank, stagnant conditions 
around their roots. The low-ground and 
swamp dwellers are about the only ones 
that can endure wet feet all of the time. 
Frequently, even these will do all right in 
drier, better drained places than they 
are supposed to need. 

As a general rule, therefore. your wild 
flower garden ought to be well drained, 
and if half or more of its area is defi- 
nitely sloping, so much the better. More 
worth-while native plants prefer a slope 
than like to grow in flat or low-lying 
places. 

There is little difference between east 
and west as an exposure for the garden, 
but if you are working with irregular 
ground and can arrange for some north- 
ern and southern exposures, you have a 
definite advantage. It is possible to ex- 
tend the flowering season of any of the 
early spring bloomers as much as a week 
by planting some of your supply in)\a 
warm south-facing spot and others in a 
northern exposure where the sun’s rays 
are less concentrated. In _ northward- 
facing spots, too, you will find your best 


chance of success with natives whose

natural habitat has a climate considera} ly 
cooler than yours. 

There is no one infallible way of ‘e- 
termining the requirements of each 
species with respect to any of the fore- 
going factors. Your own observations of 
plants growing in the wild will he 
tremendously, of course, if you have a 
chance to familiarize yourself with their 
habitats. Most of the leading books on 
wild flower identification also provice 
good clues and some of the catalogues 
of native plant dealers contain helpfi| 
and reliable information on culture. By 
drawing on all such sources and your 
own common sense, it won’t take long to 
acquire the knowledge necessary for 
thoroughly worth-while results. 

Where to obtain the plants? Well. 
there are several reliable dealers who 
either propagate their own stock or grow 
collected plants under cultivation for a 
time before selling them. These con- 
cerns can usually supply a good variety 
of desirable species. 

If you have opportunities for it, col- 
lecting your own plants from the wild 
is fun. And, provided you take certain 
precautions, it is highly successful and 
in keeping with sound conservation prac- 
tice. First and foremost, though, make 
sure your collecting activities do not vio- 
late any state conservation laws. Then, 
having assured yourself of this, be 
guided by the following principles: 

1. Take up practically all of the root 
system, keep the entire plant damp and 
replant promptly. 2. Leave at least six 
plants for every one that you collect 
unless the stand is doomed by approach- 
ing road construction, building develop- 
ment, drainage project or other inevit- 
able destruction which justifies you in 
rescuing as many as you can. 3. If the 
plants are on private property. explain 
your plan to the owner and obtain his 
permission before you start in. 4. Don't 
tell all your friends whete you have been 
and don’t urge them to go there and help 
themselves. 5. Provide soil and other 
growing conditions similar to that from 
which the plant comes. 

Actually, the most constructive and, 
in many ways, the most satisfying method 
of obtaining an ample supply of the 
particular plants you want is to grow 
your own from seed, cuttings. layers. 
root divisions or other conventional 
methods of propagation. This is no more 
dificult than with the general run of 
cultivated garden plants. The procedures 
and materials are practically identical 
except that, in my experience, late winter 
and early spring seed sowing in the 
house or under glass is too tricky to 
be depended upon. 

To give you an idea of the sort of re- 
sults you can expect from following na 
ture’s basic principles under controlled 
conditions, it is possible to obtain severa!

best results in home propagation of wild 
flowers. If you plan to use cuttings as 
well as seeds, get a 2-sash frame and 


divide it with a tight board partition, in- | 


stalled under the center support bar. 
Thus, one side of the frame can be used 
for cuttings and the other for seeds, each 
operated to provide the conditions most 
favorable to its content. Coarse, clean 
sand or a sand and peatmoss mixture 
can be used to root most kinds of cut- 
tings. One third each of sand, loam and 
leafmold or fine peatmoss forms a stand- 
ard sowing medium for seeds. For acid- 
soil plants the humus portion of the 
mixture should be strongly acid; oak 
leaves that have rotted just enough to 
lose all semblance of foliage are ex- 
cellent for the purpose. 

Whether you buy or collect your peren- 
nial wild flower seeds, sow them at once 
regardless of season. This is nature’s 
way. There is no simpler plan than to 
follow her lead and even improve on it by 
providing better storm, rodent and in- 
sect protection through use of the frame. 

As with most cultivated garden plants, 
rooted cuttings, divisions and seedlings 
of wild flowers should be transplanted 
at least once before going into their 
permanent locations. Personally, I prefer 
to make the first shift into individual 
pots which are then plunged to their 
rims in damp peatmoss and kept mod- 


| erately moist until the roots have filled

Glossary of Garden Soils 








| surface soil until crop harvest. 


This glossary began in the March issue 


COMPLETE FERTILIZER. A complete 


fertilizer is one containing all the major 
elements—nitrogen, phosphorus and po- 
tassium, and in some cases many of the 
trace elements. Three-figure symbols— 
such as 5-10-5, 4-8-4 and 2-5-7—are in 
general use to indicate the proportions 
of these constituents in a given fertilizer. 
The first figure is always the percentage 
of nitrogen, the second, the percentage 
of phosphoric acid, and the last, the per- 
centage of potassium or potash. Thus, 
a 5-10-5 mixture is one containing 5 per 
cent nitrogen, 10 per cent phosphoric 
acid and 5 per cent potash. 


COMPOST. Compost is a kind of ma- 
nure made up of a variety of fermented 
or decomposed materials adaptable to 
use as a fertilizer. Compost results from 
the making of a compost pile, which is 
generally composed of alternate layers 
of manure and absorbent vegetable refuse 
such as garbage, lawn clippings, leaves, 
sod, rubbish, etc. An excellent source of 
humus, it is the best “filler” or base to 
use in the distribution of commercial 
fertilizers, itself being both an invaluable 
fertilizer and soil conditioner absolutely 
safe for all garden plants. 


CONDITIONER. A soil conditioner is 
the same as an amendment, which see. 
Soil conditioners serve to improve the 
texture of clay or sandy soils (which are 
deficient in natural chemicals) by linking 
together the exceedingly tiny soil parti- 
cles into aggregates. They have no food 
value. 


| COVER CROP. A cover crop is a tempo- 


rary crop sown at the close of the grow- 
ing season simply to cover the ground 
until early spring. A cover crop prevents 
erosion as well as the leaching away of 
plant nutrients, checks the growth of 
perennials and helps to harden or ripen 
them by using up some of the soil food. 
When turned over in spring, a cover crop 
also adds valuable organic material to 
the soil. 


CRUST. A soil crust is a surface layer of 
brittle, hardened soil which forms on 
many soils as they dry out—particularly 
after very thorough wettings. 


CULTIVATION. In the soil sense, the 
term cultivation includes all tillage oper- 
ations from the pre-planting preparation 
of soil by digging or plowing through 
all the many after-planting stirrings of 
Most 
gardeners, however, use the term to refer 
only to the after-planting tillage of sur- 


face soil. which serves to kill weec 
break up a hard crust, aerate the grou 
and establish a dust mulch. 


— 


DAMPING-OFF. Damping-off is a dis. 
eased condition of seedlings which pro- 
duces wilting and death. It occurs ju 
before or after the seedlings emerge 
from the soil and is caused by any of 
number of fungous parasites. Once 
seedling is affected, there’s no cure. How- 
ever, damping-off can be prevented by 
ventilating and drying the seedbed and 
by preplanting treatment of seeds or soil 
with heat or chemicals. 


DRAINAGE. Drainage is the natural or 
artificial filtering or channeling off of 
excess water by: means of ground slope 
and open ditches, and in the case of 
subsurface drainage by use of special 
porous tiles. Drainage of small, water- 
logged plots’can often be improved by 
the addition of coal cinders, sand or or- 
ganic matter. Drainage requirements for 
potted subjects always include a hole 
in the pot bottom. 


EROSION. Erosion is the wearing away 
of land by action of water, wind or 
other force. 


FALLOWING., Fallowing is the soil-man- 
agement practice of allowing land to rest, 
without any crop on it, for one or more 
seasons. The only cultivation during this 
period is surface tillage to discourage 
weeds. The purpose of fallowing is to 
afford soil the benefits of the uninter- 
rupted play of sun, wind, rain and frost 
on it, which action serves to build up 
soil’s productive and water- 
storing ability and also ‘serves to starve 
out any existing soil pests, diseases and 
weeds. 


FERTILITY. A fertile soil is one which 
has good physical structure and_ the 
nutrient elements essential to plant 
growth—but no toxic or harmful ele- 
ments. It must have the ability to retain 
sufficient water to support plants, yet not 
hold an excessive amount. It must also 
be well aerated. 


FERTILIZER. A fertilizer is any mate- 
rial—organic or inorganic—which when 
added to the soil hastens the growth of 
plants, improves their quality, increases 
their size or yield and/or improves the 
soil. 


FRIABLE. A friable soil is one which 

can be easily cultivated or dug. It 

crumbles readily in the fingers.

Gloriosa Planti 


e If you have had trouble with the com- 
mon glory lily, Gloriosa rothschildiana 
due to its long growth, sometimes as 
much as 6 feet, you may be comforted by 
the bright red G. planti which gets only 
about 3 feet tall—small enough for most 
window gardens. You will find it sur- 
prisingly easy, if you plant tubers in a 
pot of light sandy soil, just below the 
surface, in a 70° to 75° temperature. 
Water lightly until top growth is active, 
when a liberal amount should be given. 
Wyndham Hayward, Lakemont Gardens, 
Winter Park, Florida, usually has tubers 
of these. 


Siberian Iris 


e For some time I have been wanting 
to say a good word for Siberian iris and 
I have just found a good jumping-off 
place in the advertisement of an old (not 
in years) friend, Elizabeth Scheffy of Lark 
Meadows, West Mansfield, Massachusetts. 
What makes it even more pleasurable is 
that she was advertising three of the 
best: Tunkhannock, her own origination, 
the largest white variety; Helen Astor, 
rosy-red flowers with white centers; and 
Tycoon, violet-blue of very large size, 
perhaps the largest of the Siberians.
